Ambitiou s plans to rev italize the 
>omona Mall and to giv e it a 
egional shopping center statu s were 
letailed today by a coalition of local 
wsiness leaders. 
Frank G. Su mmers Jr.. spokesman 
or the grou p which has bou ght 
v ariou s properties along the largely 
ieserted mall, annou nced that it will 
be possible for new lessees to open 
u p their bu sinesses in the “Pomona 
Shoppers Park" in time for the 
Christmas season. 
Details of the grou p's plans were 
annou nced at a morning press con­ 
ference at 295 Pomona Mall West. 
Su mmers’ new offices in the former 
Fireside Thrift location. 
No dollar v alu e was placed on the 
project immediately becau se of the 
div ersity of the renewal programs 
inv olv ed, bu t Su mmers estimated 
that renov ation costs cou ld total 
$500,000.

Su mmers is also president of 
California Park Dev elopment Co.. 


Inc. which will renov ate bu ildings 
along the mall for prospectiv e 
retailers. 
Immediate plans call for the refu r- 
bishing of the S. H Kress bu ilding on 
Locu st Street, the John Ev ans block 
on the north side of the mall between 
Thomas and Main streets, and the 
re-opening of Nash s as W alker s 
Department Store. 
“Ou r objectiv es are to restore the 
prominence and economic v iability 
of the downtown area and re­ 
establish its statu s as a major 
regional shopping center, Su mmers 
sa id. 
He noted that his firm has space 
ranging from 200 squ are feet to 
70,000 squ are feet for lease. 
Su mmers said that he will ask the 
Pomona City Cou ncil Oct. 10 to 
change the Pomona Mall back to 
two-way traffic as it was before the 
mall was constru cted in 1962. 
“We need the two-way traffic to 
bring the shoppers back into the 
area,” he said. 
He strewed that the artwork on the 


mall will not be distu rbed. 
Su mmers will ask the city to in­ 
stall traffic signals to facilitate traf­ 
fic north and sou th from the mall on 
streets cu l-de-saced when the mall 
wa s built. 
The Pomona City Cou ncil in 
Nov ember 1975 had approv ed an ex ­ 
perimental plan of allowing one-way 
traffic westbou nd between Garey 
and Park av enu es 
Su mmers said that parking still 
wou ld not be allowed on the mall 
becau se there is ample parking nort \ 
and sou th of the street. 
Su mmers said that the S. H. Kress 
bu ilding will become an “ inter­ 
national v illage’ with u p to 35 small 
retail bu sinesses on the three floors. 
A mezzanine will be added when the 
bu ilding is modernized. 
The bu sinesses will inclu de 15 ar­ 
tisans who will sell 
the produ cts 
they make in their stalls. 
Su mmers said that his grou p has 
bou ght the John Ev ans block on the 
north side of the mall between 
Thomas and Main streets, and will 


renov ate the bu rned-ou t Woolworth 
bu ilding into a fashion arcade of 
readv -to-wear clothing stores. 
The basement will be conv erted, 
he said, for rental as dry storage, 
and the second floor will become the 
offices of California Park Dev elop­ 
ment Co., Inc. 
He said that John A. Ev ans will 
continu e to operate the John P. 
Ev ans store, and will be encou raged 
to ex pand his operation. 
Nash’s which closed its doors this 
month after 20 y ears in Pomona, will 
re-open at the same location u nder 
the firm ’s new name: W alkers 
Department Store. 
Su mmers said the Alfred Gray 
bu ilding on the northeast comer of 
the mall at Garey Av enu e will open 
as the Pomona Bookstore with new 
best sellers. 
He added that the C. H. Baker 
bu ilding across Locu st Street from 
the Kress bu ilding will become 
B a k e r’s T ru V alu e H ardw are 
sometime in October.

were going well. Bu t other officials 
said the fiv e gu nmen were growing 
irritable and short-tempered in the 
third day of the siege and were 
commu nicating less with the ou tside. 
These officials also said the 
terrorists had not been told that one 
of their demands wou ld not be fu lly 
met — three of the nine prisoners in 
Japanese jails whose freedom the 


hijackers demanded hav e refu sed 
the offer to leav e 
Japanese officials said the ransom 
flight Satu rday wou ld arriv e here 
more than sev en hou rs after the 
hijackers’ latest deadline and wou ld 
carry no more than six of the 
prisoners. 
The Bangladesh officials said it 
w as not known w hether the 
hijackers, said to be members of the 
u ltraleftist Japanese Red Army , 
were willing to ex tend their deadline 
once again. 
The latest hostage release brou ght 
to nine the nu mber of passengers 
freed since the plane was seized 
Wednesday . All fou r passengers 
freed today — a Japanese woman, an 
Indonesian woman and an Egy ptian 
cou ple — were ill 
The fiv e masked terrorists, who 
hijacked the Japan Air Lines DC 8 jet 


W ednesday , 
hav e re peated ly 
threatened to kill the hostages u nless 
their demands are met bu t hav e 
twice ex tended their deadline. 
There were indications the hi­ 
jackers wanted to leav e Dacca after 
the prisoners and money arriv e. 
Toky o s Asahi Ev ening News, in an 
u nattribu ted report, said the 
hijackers indicated plans to free all 
women, children and Indian and 
Pakistani men among the 132 pas­ 
sengers and 14 crew members in ex ­ 
change for the ransom and keep the 
others — inclu ding nine American 


men _ u ntil arriv ing at their final 
destination. An American woman is 
also aboard.

Sou rces here said Japanese of­ 
ficials were contacting other gov ern­ 
ments in search of a cou ntry willing 
to accept the hijackers. 
North Korea and Liby a allowed

Japan Air Lines jets in 1970 and 1973. 
Captu red members of the terrorist 
grou p, which v ows to foment rev olu ­ 
tion in Japan, hav e told au thorities 
they receiv ed training in Yemen and 
Lebanon.

■ats and ants are slipping into many 
Jan Francisco Bay area homes look- 
ng for water made scarce du ring 
California's two-y ear drou ght 
“We’v e had more calls abou t rats, 
and they 'v e been looking for water, 
definitely .” said Peter Dav idson 
serv ice manager for Corky s Pest 
Control here. 
Homes in the bay area hav e been 
u nder orders to ration water for 
abou t a y ear. 
Ex terminators say calls to rid 
homes of rats and ants hav e gone u p 
by as mu ch as 40 per cent in the pa st 
three or fou r months, 
Dav idson said the pests hav e 
prompted calls from homeowners 
who nev er had problems before. 
Many of them hav e creeks near their 
homes that hav e dried u p, he salJ- 
“ And they ’v e stopped wateru ig 
their lawns, so there was no water 
ou t there the rats cou ld get and no 
pu ddles, either,” Dav idson said. 
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“ They ’re looking for dripping 
fau cets! any thing like that,” he said. 
“ And the calls areti t from slu m 
areas, bu t from nice neighborhoods 
like Walnu t Creek, Concord and 
M oraga,” all su bu rbs east of 
Oakland. 
. 
There has been no indication from 
health officials as to whether the 
pests pose a health hazard. 
Bill Wallace, chief depu ty ag­ 
ricu ltu ral commissioner of Contra 
Costa Cou nty , said reports of the 
pest inv asion are “not horror ston ts, 
ex actly , bu t it’s really something of 
a nu isance this y ear.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - Congress 
is giv ing President Carter approv al 
to produ ce the neu tron bomb, a new 
atomic weapon that opponents fear 
will greatly increase the risk of all- 
ou t nu clear war. 
The Hou se of Representativ es on 
Thu rsday approv ed an au thorization 
bill to enable the President to spend 
money for the neu tron bomb if he 
chooses to do so. The Senate 
prev iou sly approv ed a similar bill. 
The neu tron bomb is a small 
warhead that wou ld be placed on 
Lance missiles and artillery shells. 
It produ ces twice the deadly radia­ 
tion of a conv entional nu clear bomb 
bu t less than a tenth as mu ch ex ­ 
plosiv e power, heat and fallou t. This 
means the bomb can kill people 
while cau sing little damage to 
bu ildings. 
The warhead is designed to replace 
the approx imately 7,000 nu clear 
warheads now deploy ed in Eu rope. 
Carter has not annou nced whether 
he intends to approv e produ ction of 
the controv ersial weapon, bu t he did 
ask for the au thorization that both 
hou ses hav e now granted. 
The key Hou se v ote came on an 
amendment by Rep. Ted Weiss, D- 
N.Y. The amendment wou ld hav e 
blocked Energy Research and 
Dev elopment Administration money 
from being u sed for the neu tron 
bomb. Bu t the amendment was 
defeated 297 to 1 09. 
Weiss and his su pporters said the 
neu tron bomb wou ld “lower the 
threshold” to nu clear war. They said 
military leaders might feel less in­ 
hibited abou t u sing the neu tron bomb 


since it has less destru ctiv e power 
than large-scale nu clear weapons. 
That cou ld make it easier to in­ 
trodu ce nu clear weapons into an 
altercation that cou ld tou ch off a 
nu clear holocau st, opponents said 
“ I am frightened to death of this 
weapon,” said Rep Ron Dellu ms, D- 
Calif “Once y ou start down the road 
to a nu clear war, there is no tu rning 
back. Once we make nu clear war 
thinkable, we make it possible, and 
once we make it possible we make it 
inev itable.” 


PARIS (AP) — A hijacker shot and 
wou nded a stewardess and com­ 
mandeered a French jetliner with 
107 persons aboard today , forcing it 
to retu rn to Paris' Orly airport, 
where he demanded to broadcast a 
message to France, au thorities said. 
The gu nman — described as abou t 
45 y ears old, big, blond and blu e-ey ed 
— * qu ickly freed the wou nded 
stewardess and six passengers from 
the Air Inter Carav elle, which had 
been bou nd for Ly on on a domestic 
flight. Officials said the stewardess 
was not badly hu rt. 
The pilot radioed the control tower 
that the hijacker, said to be armed 
with a grenade and pistol, wanted to 
broadcast a message ov er Radio 
Eu rope No. 1 and Radio Monte Carlo 
and threatened to ex ecu te a pas­ 
senger if the requ est was not 
granted. 


Newsmen fro m the two priv a te 
sta tio ns, which direct their broad­ 
ca sts principa lly a t Fra nce, 
were 
sta nding by to ma ke the reco rding . 
Bu t it was reported that local of­ 
ficials negotiating with the hijacker 
insisted on first knowing the contents 
of the 12-minu te message and the 
hijacker replied that ev ery thing he 
had to say was in the message, in­ 
clu ding the fate of the passengers 
and the destination he hoped to 
reach. 
Potice and firemen took u p posi­ 
tions 6 00 y ards from the Air Inter 
Carav elle after it was parked at the 
end of a ru nway 500 y ards from the 
terminal, bu t they made no mov e 
toward it. 
There were reports at Orly that the 
gu nman had called for the plane to 
be giv en a max imu m fu el su pply .

PHILADELPHIA (AP) - Deadly 
chlorine gas spread throu gh the East 
Falls section of Philadelphia early 
today after a steel cy linder began 
leaking at a water treatment plant, 
police said. More than 190 persons 
had to be treated at hospitals. 
“I thou ght I was a goner,” said 
George Pell, who had fled half- 
dressed with his wife from their 
home directly across from the water 
treatment plant. 
“My wife and I were actu ally roll­ 
ing on the floor. You feel like y ou re 
choking to death That bu rning sen­ 
sation — I nev er ex perienced 
any thing like that in my life,” he said 
moments after retu rning to his 
home, where the strong chlorine 
odor still lingered. 
According to officials, the leak 
started when a treatment plant 
employ e of 23 y ears. Way ne Fowler, 
was switching the chlorine flow into 


the hu ge reserv oir, which 
abou t a third of the city . 
As Fowler was switching from one 
set of fou r, one-ton steel, chlorine 
tanks to another, he smelled chlorine 
and tried to tighten a nu t where he 
thou ght the leak was originating, 
W ater C om m issionet Carm en 
Gu arino said. 
“The leak sprang,” Gu arino said. 


A green liqu id and a green haze and 
v apor started escaping from the 
pipe, he said. Fowler, who then'ran, 
was hospitalized in satisfactory con­ 
dition.

Brown's bill-signing ranges 
from prisons to pornography 


LOS A N G ELES (A P) - Gov. Ed­ 
mund Brown Jr. has signed a series 
of bills on subjects ranging from 
mandatory prison sentences and 
child pornography to unemployment 
benefits for parolees and redlining. 
During the first part of a cer­ 
emony Thursday, Brown signed a 
measure which prohibited all state- 
licensed financial institutions from 
redlining, refusing mortgage and 
hom e-im provem ent loans to 
otherwise credit-worthy persons 
simply because the home is in a poor 
neighborhood. 
“ We re not saying ‘make a bad 
loan,’ but we are saying ‘give a loan 
to decent people no matter where 
they live,” ’ Brown said as he signed 
SB 7, sponsored by Sen. Nate Holden, 
D-Culver City. 
The bill, intended to encourage 
rehabilitation in inner-city areas, ap­ 


plies to both owner-occupants and 
landlords who purchase homes with 
the intention of making improve­ 
ments. 
Redlining, which got its name 
from the banking practice of mark­ 
ing redlines on maps around areas 
for which housing loans were denied, 
was outlawed in 1976 for state- 
licensed savings and loan associa 
tions. 
Two of the law-and-order bills ex­ 
tend the practice of mandatory 
sentencing first introduced by Brown 
two years ago for persons convicted 
of crimes committed with a gun and 
heroin sellers. 
SB 370 by Sen. George Deukmej- 
ian, R-Long Beach, requires a prison 
term for assault of an elderly, blind 
or handicapped person, and SB 518, 
by Sen. John Holmdahl, D-Castro 
Valley, applies to parolees who com­ 


mit violent crimes while on parole. 
SB 683, another bill introduced by 
Deukmejian, provides $1.5 million to 
set up special units in district at­ 
torney offices to fight “ career crimi­ 
nals,” those who make a livelihood 
of crime. 
“ We need a few prisons to house 
all the new clients,” Brown com­ 
mented wryly as he signed the three 
bills. 
Parolees who have worked in 
prison industries or training 
programs will be eligible for un­ 
employment benefits of up to $59 a 
week for up to 26 weeks under SB 224 
by Sen. Peter Behr, R-Tiburon. 
The child pornography bill, SB 817 
by Sen. Robert Presley, D-Riverside, 
makes it a felony to use persons aged 
16 or less in films, photographs or 
live performances of real or simu­ 
lated sex acts. 


Two bills, AB 1206 by Assem­ 
blyman Michael Gage, D-Napa. and 
SB 725 by Sen. Jerry Smith, D- 
Saratoga, require criminals to as­ 
sume the burden of compensating 
their victims. 
SB 923 by Sen. Dennis Carpenter, 
R-Newport Beach, outlaws threats to 
any individual of death or serious in­ 
jury in order to achieve social or 
political goals. Previously only pub­ 
lic officials had this protection. 


Another bill, AB 38 by Assembly­ 
man Alister McAlister, D-San Jose, 
aims at reducing auto theft by barr­ 
ing manufacture of burglars’ tools or 
master keys with intent to steal a 
motor vehicle. 


A bill seeking to reduce delays in 
the courts, AB 513 by Ronald Cor­ 
dova, D-El Toro, bars continuances 
unless good cause is shown. 


Shuttle 
success 
challenged 


LOMPOC (AP) - The 
space shuttle is doing near­ 
ly perfectly in its flight 
tests. 
B u t e n v ir o n ­ 
mentalists are far from 
convinced that the craft is 
problem-free. 
Critics claimed that a 
preliminary environmental 
impact report left un­ 
answered such questions 
as whether the shuttle 
would cause unnatural 
rainstorms or would star­ 
tle the endangered brown 
pelican on its nesting 
ground. 
And members of the Chu- 
mash Indian tribe said 
burial sites located on land 
owned by the tribe which 
might be affected by con­ 
struction of shuttle fa­ 
cilities, were another issue 
raised. 
Paul Kelly, a member of 
the public, complained at 
the Wednesday night hear­ 
ings that the impact state­ 
ment dealt only slightly 
with the shuttle’s effect on 
wildlife. 


Signing of nuclear power bill 
doesn't change Brown's stand 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Gov. Ed­ 
mund Brown Jr. says his approval of 
a bill sought by backers of nuclear 
power doesn’t mean he’s changing a 
very cautious position on the subject. 
The Democratic governor an­ 
nounced Thursday he signed AB 1852 
by Assemblyman Alister McAlister, 
D-San Jose, which sets a procedure 
that could lead to an act of the Leg­ 
islature next spring to authorize con­ 
struction of the Sundesert nuclear 
power plant. 
San Diego Gas & Electric Co. 
wants to build the $2.3-billion plant 
near Blythe, but complains that the 
nuclear safety laws Brown signed in 
1976 pose too much uncertainty. 
The laws ban new nuclear power 
plant construction until the 
Legislature accepts state Energy 
Commission findings that methods 
exist to reprocess nuclear fuel and 
permanently 
store 
radioactive 
wastes. 
Neither decision is possible as long 
as the Carter administration re­ 
mains opposed to reprocessing 
because of the hazard that resultant 
plutonium could spread nuclear 
weapons. 
Brown said in a telephone in­ 
terview that his signing of the bill did 
not compromise his conviction that 
the s ta te should m in im iz e 


dependence on nuclear power. 
“ It requires the Energy Com­ 
mission, in timely fashion, to make a 
re co m m e n d a tio n 
to 
the 
Legislature,” the governor said. 


The bill requires the Energy Com­ 
mission, which has been studying the 
Sundesert proposal for nearly 18 
months, to report to the Legislature 
by Jan. 16 on whether the nuclear 
plant is needed to meet energy de­ 
mands and no alternatives are feasi­ 
ble. 
The Legislature would have 90 
days to act on the recommendation. 
“ This is not an exemption. It calls 
on the Energy Commission to 
evaluate supply and demand, in­ 
cluding conservation, with particular 
reference to Sundesert,’’ Brown 
said. 
“ It doesn’t prejudge the case. It 
sets a priority for the Energy Com­ 
mission to supply the Legislature 
with the information it does not now 
possess.” 
Brown said it would be “ pre­ 
mature” to say whether he would ap­ 
prove a bill from the Legislature 
granting Sundesert an exemption. 


He said the estim ates for 
electricity requirements in the 
future are so far apart that it is “ cer­ 
tainly very appropriate for the 


Energy Commission to refine es­ 
timates to determine whether this 
nuclear plant is necessary for the 
economy and well-being of the 
state.” 
Brown said his administration is 
“ making a decided effort to explore 
alternative energy sources and ex­ 
pand conservation.” Through this ef­ 
fort, “ it may be possible to substan­ 
tially minimize” the number of 
nuclear power plants. 
“ The question is timing,” he ad­ 
ded, on whether a combination of 
other energy supplies, such as coal 
and geothermal, could be used in 
tim e to meet the need for 
Sundesert’s electricity.” 
SDG&E plans to start generating 
electricity from the first of two 950- 
megawatt reactors in 1984. 
Brown said that plutonium from 
reprocessing “ is frought with risks 
and difficulties and to the extent that 
we can maintain a healthy economic 
climate, I would like to see the state 
minimize dependency on nuclear 
energy. 
“ We have the strong regulatory 
controls. We have a number of alter­ 
natives. Consistent with a sound 
economy, I support an energy path 
that is responsible” now and “for fu­ 
ture generations.” 
The bill applies only to Sundesert.

Abraham Shafizadeh has been mis­ 
sing since since Ju ly 23, the day 
before he left for Puerto Rico on 
business, his relatives said, and they 
fear he may have been killed. 
They say police have suggested 
that the disappearance is linked to 
organized crime. 
The diamond broker's brother, Dr. 
Farokh Shafizadeh-Hakimi. told The 
Associated Press in an interview 
Thursday night that Shafizadeh may 
have been carrying diamonds worth 
between $250,000 and $300,000. 
The Manhattan Missing Persons 
Bureau confirm ed it was in ­ 
v e stig a tin g 
th e 
3 1 -year-old 
Shafizadeh’s disappearance, but 
released no details.

Hakim i and his wife, Dayia, who 
are Shafizadeh’s only living relatives 
in the United States, have been to 
New York and San Juan in search of 
the missing man. 
“ Each day we have less hope, 
said Hakimi, an electrical engineer 
for Standard O il in Chicago “ All I 
want is to find his body and give him 
a decent burial.” 
The couple said they thought the 
New York C ity police had not 
devoted enough attention to the case. 
“ He was over 18, single and, 
therefore, it was not illegal to leave 
home. He is just a missing person,” 
they said New York police told them. 
“ They said he flew to Puerto Rico 
so it is the problem of police there, 
Hakimi said. But be said New York 
p olice never determ ined that 
Shafizadeh definitely was aboard an 
American Airlines flight to Puerto 
Rico for which he had a ticket. 
The couple said they held off call- 


ing the disappearance to the atten­ 
tion of news media because in New 
York’s diamond business, if “ they 
(brokers) get publicity, that’s the 
worst thing for them.” 
The body of 25-year-old Pinchos 
Jaroslawicz, a diamond broker who 
vanished last week with up to $1 
m illion in gems, was discovered 
Wednesday in the Manhattan office 
of diamond cutter Shlomo Tal, who 
led police to it. 
Tal, 31, told police he was present 
on the eve of Yom Kippur, when, he 
said, two gunmen beat Jaroslawicz 
unconscious and left him. Police 
quoted Tal as saying the robbers let 
him go but later called him at home 
and ordered him back to the Manhat­ 
tan office “ to tie the body in a plastic 
bag and hide i t ...” 
Five days later, Tal said, he was 
kidnaped by the same two gunmen. 
Police found Tal asleep in his car in 
the borough of Queens.

Oswald threat before killing told 


NEW YO RK (A P) — Lee 
Harvey Oswald threatened 
to kill John F. Kennedy 
during a visit to the Cuban 
embassy in Mexico City 
two months before the

says. 
Embassy officials threw 
Oswald out because they 
thought the threat was a 
p ro v o c a tio n , S c h o rr 
reports in the current is­ 
sue of The New York 
Review of Books. 
Schorr said the Warren 
Com m ission, which in­ 
vestigated the Nov. 22,1963 
assassination, was told of 
Oswald’s threat but did not 
follow it up 
The commission, bchorr 
said, did not “ press the 
CIA for information about 
Oswald’s Cuban associa- 


tion, this despite the fact — 
or perhaps because of the 
fact — that one of its mem­ 
bers was form er C IA 
Director Allen Dulles. 
“ The Cuban ambassador 
in M ex ico C ity had 
reported the incident to 
Havana,” Schorr wrote. 
“ It had not been taken 
seriously at the time, but 
after Kennedy’s assassina­ 
tion, Castro had come to 
suspect that the effort to 
get Oswald into Cuba was 
part of a right-wing con­ 
spiracy. 
“ Oswald would return 
from Cuba, then assas­ 
sinate the President, and it 
would look as though 
Castro had been respon­ 
sible,” Schorr said. 
Schorr speculated that 
Oswald may, however, 
have been acting alone, 
and his desire to k ill the 


President could have been 
triggered by publication of 
a Sept. 9, 1963, interview 
with The Associated Press 
in which Castro said U.S. 
leaders would be in danger 
if they attem pted to 
elim inate Cuban leaders. 
“ The p ossib ility that 
Oswald acted on his own, 
inspired by Castro’s state­ 
ment, cannot today be 
proved, but it has the ele­ 
ments of the fortuitous and 
the lunatic that sometimes 
govern history,” Schorr 
wrote. 
“ The ‘conspiracy,’ then, 
would have been a con­ 
spiracy of interlocking 
events — the incessant CIA 
plots to k ill C astro, 
touching off a Castro warn­ 
ing, touching off something 
in the fevered mind of Lee 
Harvey O swald,” the 
former reporter said.

Som e teachers have con­ 
cluded from such exper­ 
iences that hom ework re a l­ 
ly isn ’t necessary. Bu t an­ 
other explanation 
seem s 
m o r e 
l o g i c a l :

h o m e w o rk 
p r e v io u s ly 
g iv e n p r o b a b ly w an t 
appropriate. A student who 
w orks m ore learns m ore. 
T he problem is to assign 
hom ework that w ill sus­ 
tain in terest, develop good 
study habits, and provide a 
student w ith experiences 
not availab le in the class­ 


room . 
W e alread y know that 
m any students are bored in 
s c h o o l, 
b u t 
n ow 
th e 
problem becom es c ritic a l. 
If a student has spent a ll 
day staring out the window 
or counting the num ber of 
tim es a teacher fum bles 
w ith pocket change, he w ill 
h ard ly be m o tivated to 
study in a m ore relaxed 
home atm osphere. 
T oo often, hom ework has 
been m e re ly a s t u lt i­ 
fyin g re p e titio n of d u ll 
class exercises. T his busy- 
work is hated by advanced 
stu d en ts, 
unheeded 
by 
average students, and un­ 
helpful to poor students. 
H om ew ork 
should 
have 
ce rta in c le a r o b je ctives 
that set it a p art from 
studying done at school. 
T eachers should guide stu­ 
dents enough so they know 
ex actly w hat is expected. 
M ost 
of a ll, 
hom ew ork 
should encourage indepen­ 
dent study, so a ch ild 
learns how to d iscip lin e 
him self and how to pursue 
answ ers to problem s on his 


own. 
T o see w hether these 
goals are being m et, talk 
w ith yo u r c h ild about 
hom ework. Ask p a rticu la r­ 
ly about how it com pares 
to class w ork, keeping the 
follow ing points in m ind: 
—How m uch tim e is the 
child expected to spend on 
hom ework? 
How 
closely 
does this correspond to the 
tim e 
a c t u a lly 
s p e n t? 
G e n e ra lly recom m ended 
tim es range from only a 
few m inutes each night in 
the e a rly grades — m ostly 
to establish the habit — to 
roughly tw o hours a night 
in senior high school. 
— Is th e stu d en t en ­ 
couraged to learn on her 
own, or is the hom ework

The cu rrent classroom shortage in the Pomona 
Unified School District is ty pical of what is happen­ 
ing in pu blic edu cation. 
The Pomona school board and other boards of 
edu cation throu ghou t California are not calling the 
shots any more becau se they hav e signed contracts 
with teacher grou ps giv ing the t e a r h e r s u raon the 
u pper hand in many school district decisions. 
Therefore, the pu blic no longer controls the schools 


11 For*histance, the Pomona school board signed a 
contract with the Associated Pomona T^a<^ 
rs last 
y ear which, among other things, established max ­ 
imu m class sizes. Pomona was one of the few 
school districts in the state to establish max imu m 
class sizes. 
„ 
. . . . . 
Consequ ently , it was not totally u nex pected that 
there wou ld be a shortage of classroom space in 
some schools when classes resu med this fall. 
The situ ation is not totally intolerable, howev er, 
and before the end of the calendar y ear there will 
be 31 new portable classrooms, now u nder constru c­ 
tion, ready for occu pancy . 
Older hands in the school district can recall when 
in day s of tremendou s growth some y ears ago clas­ 
sroom space was at a premiu m and dou ble sessions 
were not u nu su al. The cu rrent situ ation has not 
come to that, howev er, and is not likely to. 
While the district is waiting for the new clas- 
srooms to be finished, there ‘s "o necessity for 
recriminations on the part of either the school dis­ 
trict or the teachers u nion 
What is needed in the fu tu re is less rigidity in 
limiting class sizes so that when a stu dent bu lge oc­ 
cu rs larger classes can be arranged temporarily so 
as to av oid su ch classroom inconv eniences as are 
cu rrently being ex perienced. 


The p u b lic fo ru m 
Th e ta x-fre e co lle g e myth 
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It h u rts 
b u t it wo rks 
A lot of criticisms can be lev elled against ou r 
crazv -qu ilt income tax sy stem; bu t the claim that 
the bu rden falls disproportionately on lower-income 
people while the rich escape almost entirely simply 
doesn’t stand u p to inspection. 
Total personal income tax es collected by the 
federal gov ernment came to $125 billion in 197 5. 
Compu tations by the Tax Fou ndation, based on the 
Treasu ry Department’s latest “ statistics of in­ 
come” report, show that 7 2 per cent of that total 
was accou nted for by only 25 per cent of all tax ­ 
pay ers — those earning $15,898 or more. 
The top 10 per cent of tax pay ers—those with 
Adju sted Gross Incomes of $23,420 or more — 
picked u p the tab for nearly half the total personal 
income tax bill; and 5 per cent of the tax pay ers- 
those with AGI of $29,27 2 or more - paid more than 
one-third of the total. 
At the ex treme top, 1,149 tax pay ers who reported 
incomes of $1 million or more in 197 5 paid an 
av erage tax of $1,011,317 , say s the Treasu ry , cr a 
total of $15 billion. 
By contrast, the bottom 50 per cent of tax pay ers 
— those earning $8,930 or less — accou nted for only 
7 per cent of total personal income tax collections, 
and the lowest 25 per cent — those with AGI of 
$ 4 044 or less — paid less than 1 per cent. 
Also significant is the fact that the relativ e share 
of the income-tax bu rden on u pper-income tax ­ 
pay ers has been increasing while the share paid by 
lower-income 
tax pay ers has been shrinking. In 
fact, sev eral million tax pay ers disappeared from 
the tax rolls altogether between 197 0 and 1975 
becau se of changes in the law benefitting those with 
lower incomes. 
The federal income tax is called a progressiv e 
tax , meaning that the more y ou earn the more y ou 
are su pposed to pay . All in all, it seems to be work­ 
ing the way it was designed to work.

Dear Editor: 
The other day I recognized a 
familiar ogre that I hoped had faded 
away . A letter to the editor said the 
“tax -ex empt statu s of sev en colleges 
inclu ding all the u ndev eloped land 
they own . . . cau ses the rest of u s to 
carry the wou ld-be tax ation on their 
properties as well as ou r own. 
I can tell v ou abou t six colleges — 
The Claremont Colleges - and 
tax es. They paid property tax es of 
$442.825 in the 1976-77 fiscal y ear, and 
$351,102 of that was in Los Angeles 
Cou nty . 
The my th of “the tax -free college 
cliqu e” arises from the long­ 
standing American practice of ex ­ 
empting from property tax es certain 
institu tions that are making special 
contribu tions to society . Colleges are 
among them, bu t the tax ex emption 
applies only to those portions of their 
properties that are actu ally u sed for 
edu cational pu rposes. They pay fu ll 
tax on ev ery thing else they own, and 
it mou nts u p. as y ou can see. 
There are a cou ple of other con- 


siderations. One is the money spent 
in the area by stu dents, facu lty and 
staff which generates considerable 
rev enu es for the city as well as 
profits for its bu sinesses. In 1976, for 
instance, the colleges paid wages 
and fringe benefits totaling 
$21,7 80,000. Another consideration is 
what the tax consequ ences wou ld be 
if hou ses instead of colleges cov ered 
these campu ses. The cost of requ ired 
serv ices notoriou sly ou tweighs tax es 
deriv ed from ty pical residences. I’ll 
resist the u rge to talk abou t cu ltu ral 
assets. 
Certainly a broad tax base is a 
financial boon for any city , and in­ 
du stry can make significant con­ 
tribu tions. So do The Claremont 
Colleges.

WASHINGTON - Of all the dic­ 
tators Uncle Sam has embraced, he 
has hu gged no one more tightly to his 
bosom than Nicaragu a’s Anastasio 
Somoza. The United States has 
showered blessings u pon him to en­ 
su re, presu mably , that Nicaragu a s 
military might well remain safely on 
the U.S. side. 
Somoza has one of the world s 
most decorated chests, adorned with 
medals he and his family hav e 
bestowed u pon him 
We are now 
presenting him with a new award to 
add to his collection. 
We hav e decided after a fiv e- 
month inv estigation of his qu alifica­ 
tions to giv e Somoza ou r Idi Amin 
award. For Somoza, like the madcap 
Ugandan strongman, is a glu ttonou s 
caricatu re of a dictator. 
Somoza has stu ffed his bank ac­ 
cou nts with money and his belly with 
food and oooze. Mu ch of the money 
has come, at least indirectly , from 
the U .S. tax pay ers. The dictator has 
dev eloped dozens of way s to div ert 
economic aid, intended for his im­ 
pov erished people, into his own 
pockets. 
The Pentagon heav ily su bsidizes 
his small military force. And the 


Central Intelligence Agency left 
behind in Nicaragu a abou t $1 million 
worth of arms from the abortiv e Bay 
of Pigs inv asion, which had been 
lau nched ag ainst Cu ba from 
Somoza s shores. 
The dictator u ses his national 
gu ard, which he maintains largely at 
U.S. ex pense, to protect himself and 
to control his people. He is obsessed 
with the fear that he, like his dictator 
father, will be bu mped off 
His u rban ranch. El Retiro, is 
barricaded and patrolled by gu ards. 
Sev eral tanks stand by to repel any 
inv ading force. When he goes ou t for 
dinner, his own mess steward 
prepares his food beforehand and 
totes it along in insu lated containers. 
Somoza also employ s a decoy , as 
beer-bellied as himself, to lead 
astray any assassins who might be 
lay ing for him. A few minu tes before 
Somoza departs, the decoy climbs 
into an armored limou sine ju st like 
the dictator’s and takes off in the 
wrong direction. 
Any area Somoza v isits is literally 
placed u nder military siege sev eral 
hou rs before his arriv al. Two or 
three acres may be cleared of traffic 
to make room for the potentate and 


all entrances or ex its are manned by 
gu ards. 
Then Big Daddy ’s carav an arriv es. 
He is accompanied by 30 or 40 aides, 
inclu ding the general in charge of 
national secu rity and sev eral fierce 
colonels. One of them, Col. Victorino 
Lara, alway s armed with a 
44- 
calibre pistol and a ferociou s frown, 
is the epitome of a dictator’s lackey . 
Array ed arou nd the presidential 
party in concentric circles are some 
200 body gu ards, armed with Belgian 
au tomatics. An ou ter rirife is u nder 
military command. The second ring, 
carry ing kniv es in addition to gu ns, 
is u nder the command of the in­ 
telligence serv ice. 
An inner ring of fiv e or six hand- 
picked goons, many of whom were 
hardened criminals, completely su r­ 
rou nd and shield Somoza. When he 
mov es, they all mov e en masse. 
Watching them shu ffle along, said 
one witness, “is a lu dicrou s sight. 
Somoza s personal goons accom­ 
pany him wherev er he goes. At fancy 
fu nctions, they try to remain incon­ 
spicu ou s and pass themselv es off as 
gu ests. Bu t they are so u nkempt and 
so patently predictable that they are 
rarely su ccessfu l.

DETROIT (NEA) - Forced to 
abandon a clu msily managed effort 
to thwart opposition to President 
C arter in the 1980 Democratic 
primary elections, White Hou se 
aides hav e dev ised a face-sav ing su b­ 
stitu te of equ ally du biou s v alu e. 
The stage for that still-u nfolding 
political drama is the Democratic 
National Committee’s Commission 
on Presidential Nomination and 
Party Stru ctu re, mandated to refine 
and r e c om m e nd r e f or m s or 
modifications of party ru les 
The leading actors are the key 
Carter agents among the commis­ 
sion’s 58 members: Richard O. 
(Rick) Hu tcheson III and Mark A. 
Siegel, both members of the White 
Hou se staff, and Patrick H. Caddell, 
the President’s political pollster. 
Cu rrent party ru les, designed to 
gu arantee the broadest representa­ 
tion of grass-roots v oter sentiment, 
requ ire that any presidential con­ 
tender who receiv es at least 15 per 
cent of the v otes in a state’s primary 
or cau cu s mu st be giv en a propor­ 
tional share of that state’s delegates 
to the national conv ention. 
When the commission met in 
Washington du ring the second week 
in Au gu st, Hu tcheson proposed rais­ 
ing that threshold from 15 to 25 per 
c e nt , a r g u i ng t hat su ch a 
“ consensu s-bu ilding” mechanism 
was needed to establish a broad base 
of su Doort arou nd the leading can­ 


didate or candidates. 
Bu t that proposed change, first dis­ 
closed in this colu mn, also wou ld 
mean that any challenger to Carter 
for the 1980 Democratic presidential 
nomination wou ld hav e to captu re 25 
per cent of a state’s primary or 
cau cu s v ote before qu alify ing for a 
single delegate v ote from that state 
at the national conv ention. 
Carter loy alists clearly control a 
majority of the commission, bu t by 
the time the panel conv ened here in 
the second week of September the 
President’s operativ es apparently 
decided that continu ed pressu re to 
adopt the scheme wou ld be too costly 
in terms of perpetu ating the adv erse 
pu blicity and political hostility the 
plan generated in recent weeks. 
On the other hand, one of the u ih 
written ru les of politics is that the 
White Hou se, presu med to be a 
reserv oir of u nlimited political clou t, 
mu st nev er display weakness by su r­ 
rendering or allowing itself to be 
defeated in an intra-party fight. 
Emerging from total obscu rity to 
resolv e that dilemma was Sarah 
Shu ptrine, a commission member 
and Carter su pporter from Colu m­ 
bia, S.C. who offered the meeting 
here a two-element compromise 
plan: 
First, all cau cu ses and primaries 
wou ld be confined by new party ru les 
to a three-month period, from the se­ 
cond Tu esday in March to the second 
Tu esday in Ju ne. 
Second, the threshold-lev el wou ld 


gradu ally increase, from 15 per cent 
in the first month, to 20 per cent in 
the second month and 25 per cent in 
the third month. 
Shu ptrine claimed sole au thorship 
of the compromise, bu t that’s dif­ 
ficu lt to accept in light of her role as 
a commission wallflower who play ed 
v irtu ally no role in earlier 
proceedings. 
Siegel, in a more logical ex plana­ 
tion, acknowledged that he was 
heav ily inv olv ed in drafting the plan. 
Bu t he disingenu ou sly claimed to 
hav e been inspired by a speech Rep. 
Morris K. Udall, D-Ariz., made to 
the commission. 
Caddell. in the most believ able 
v ersion of all, acknowledged that he 
and Siegel discu ssed the compromise 
plan in a telephone conv ersation 
sev eral day s before the commission 
conv ened in Detroit. 
If the compromise is ev entu ally in­ 
corporated in the party ru les, it 
cou ld influ ence state legislatu res to 
arbitrarily set primary dates based 
on the threshold percentages they 
prefer, thu s u psetting the cu rrent 
precariou s balance in the timing of 
primary elections. 
The more likely prospect, 
howev er, is that the plan will qu ietly 
disappear from sight in the coming 
months - after serv ing its primary 
pu rpose of prov iding a smoke screen 
for the Carter forces while they beat 
a hasty retreat from the ill- 
conceiv ed power-grab they tried to 
foist off on the Democratic party .

Is the initiativ e process the only means by which 
homeowners will find property tax relief? Remark­ 
ing on the failu re of the 1977 Legislatu re to come to 
S 
wUh the problem. Assembly Repu blican 
K 
r P a u l Priolo observ ed the solu tion to be 
bey ond the capacity of the Legislatu re. 
Undou btedly in anticipation of su ch a failare ^ 
the part of the lawmakers, two separate grou ps had 
already commenced circu lation of petitions to 
nlace the property tax issu e on the ballot. 
One. sponsored by Wiley Dav is of El Cajon, 
freezes assessments on homes at the v alu e m effect 
at the time of passage of the measu re and redu ces 
tax rates 50 percent ov er a two-y ear period follow­ 
ing its adoption. It also wou ld ex empt aU homes of 
senior citizens which are v alu ed at $40,000 or 
fu rther prov ision grants renters a max imu m of $/;» 
a-y ear credit on income tax es. 
The second proposition, sponsored by Howard 
Jarv is of Los Angeles and Pau l Gann of Car­ 
michael, is ev en more direct. It freezes assessed 
v alu es at the 197 5-7 6 lev els and limits ad v alorem 
tax es to 1 percent. It wou ld perm it an increase of 
the tax rate of u p to 2 percent a y ear to meet infla­ 
tion. It wou ld also restrict local gov ernment from 
imposing other tax es withou t a two-thirds approv al 
of the electorate. 
. 
.. 
Both measu res prov ide for changes in v alu ation 
for new constru ction or when property is sold. 
The beau ty of both propositions is their 
simplicity . Neither ex ceeds 500 words. One is bare­ 
ly more than 200 words. The v oters will hav e no 
trou ble u nderstanding them. 
The attorney general’s staff has estimated the 
loss of property tax rev enu es to local gov ernment 
u nder either measu re as ranging from $4.5 billion to 
$8 billion annu ally . Whether the proponents agree 
with those figu res or not, tney seem to be content to 
let the Legislatu re wrestle with the problems ot 
making u p the losses from other sou rces^ 
What the proponents are offering is a chance for 
the homeowners to call a halt to oppressiv e 
property tax es and, in effect, tell the state and local 
gov ernments to either cu t back on costs or find 
other chickens to plu ck. 
Since both measu res are constitu tional amend­ 
ments, the sponsors mu st secu re 499,846 qu alified 
signatu res no later than Dec. 2. If either or both are 
su ccessfu l the initiativ es wou ld go on the Ju ne 
ballot. If both are on the ballot and both are ap­ 
prov ed, the one with the most v otes wou ld prev ail. 
The qu estion at the moment is whether the failu re 
of the Legislatu re to act on the tax issu e will spu r 
the su ccess of signatu re gathering. No dou bt Gov . 
Jerry Brown had su ch thou ghts in his mind when he 
indicated he might call the Legislatu re back before 
its schedu led retu rn in Janu ary 
Howev er, ev en if he did, is there any prospect 
that the lawmakers can find the agreement in a few 
short weeks that elu ded them for nearly eight 
months before recess? And, if the lawmakers do 
come u p with something in special session or early 
nex t y ear, will it be enou gh to satisfy the 
homeowners and forestall passage of the initiativ e 
proposals? 
It wou ld seem the best way to head off the in 
itiativ es wou ld be for the Legislatu re to adopt 
something close to that proposed by the citizens 
propositions. That wou ld be a simple, concise 
measu re dealing solely with property tax relief for 
homeowners, leav ing the m u ltitu de of other 
problems which they had wov en into the defeated 
tax bill to be considered in separate measu res.

Snowball still rem ains a 
feline m inority m em ber. V egetarian cats who do not 
ev entu ally su ffer som e nu tritional deficiency are hard to 
find. U nfortu nately , dev ising a com plete, palatable 
v egetable diet is difficu lt for ev en the m ost dedicated 
feline friends. 
DEAR DR. M ILLER: My siste r’s m ale dog had a blad­ 
der infection and now my fem ale ju st got ov er one. These 
dogs hav e nev er been together. I'm ju st wondering where 
the bacteria which cau se a bladder infection come from .

DEAR A C .: The bacteria trav el from ou tside u p the 
u rethra (against the stream , so to speak ) into the blad­ 
der. Many of the infections now are cau sed by the 
bacteria. E. Coli, or Proteu s. And those infections 
m igrating in from the sk in are u su ally staph and strep 
bacteria. 
DEAR DR. M ILLER: Sly , my lov ebird, is v ery stu b­ 
born. I ’m hav ing trou ble switching him ov er to a natu ral 
food m ix tu re th at wou ld be a lot better for him than the 
poor-q u ality seed I hav e to bu y arou nd here. I think the 
only why Irm going to get him to switch Is to starv e him 
into it by tak ing away his old cru m m y seeds. Will that 
work ? — H.A. 
D EAR H.A.: Don’t try it. Starv ing Sly cou ld be 
dangerou s to his health - within a v ery few day s, it cou ld 
actu ally be fatal. While it’s tru e a hu ngry bird is m ore 
lik ely to try som ething new than one who isn’t hu ngry , it s 
also tru e m any birds will literally starv e them selv es to 
death before try ing an u nfam iliar food. New offerings 
m ay ev entu ally be tried if fresh sam ples are repeatedly 
placed in a fam iliar seed cu p. Som etim es, thou gh, it will 
be w eek s before any sam pling occu rs, and som etim es it 
nev er happens. Acceptance can occasionally be ac­ 
celerated by placing a sm all am ou nt of the new food in 
with the old, bu t be su re this doesn't cau se a hu nger 
strik e. Birds who are trained y ou ng to accept a v ariety of 
offerings may do ju st that throu ghou t their liv es and can 
be easily introdu ced to som ething new. For birds withou t 
su ch ex posu re, it may be difficu lt or ev en impossible to 
ev en add to their diet, let alone switch it com pletely . 


DEAR DR. M ILLER: I heard bats are bad pets. I heard 
hu m ans get rabies from bats. How does this happen. 


DEAR 0 D.: By being bitten by a bat with rabies. The 
rabies v iru s is u su ally transm itted from the saliv a of the 
rabid bat to the hu man tissu e by a bite.

It has been a year of exact op­ 
posites for the Dodgers and Angels. 
The Dodgers have wrapped up a 
division title and are preparing for 
the playoffs. The Angels, hands down 
winners of Flops of the Year Award, 
are sinking into oblivion again. 
Looking ahead to the playoffs, the 
feeling here is that the Dodgers must 
win both gam es at Dodger Stadium 
Tuesday and Wednesday. 
That means they must beat Steve 
Carlton in the opener. 
If the Phils even split, it means the 
Dodgers will have to win two of three 
at Veterans Stadium where the Phils 
have been devastating 
While the Phillies have sizzled 
since July 4, posting 55 wins against 
28 losses, the Dodgers have won only 
five more than they have lost (42-37). 
And, this may shock you, but the 
Dodgers, who had the best record in 
baseball for much of the season, will 
go into the playoffs with the WORST 
record among the four teams. 
Kansas City already has won 100 
gam es and Philadelphia and the 
Yankees need only one more victory 
to reach 100. 
On the other hand, the Dodgers 
CAN'T reach the century mark even 
if they win their three remaining 
contests. 
And, rem em ber this also, the 
Dodgers are in the WEAKEST of the 
four divisions. For m ost of the 
season, only the Dodgers and Reds 
were above .500 in the National 
League West. Houston is one game 
over .500 now and was under .500 
most of the year.

In the East, the Pirates, Cardinals 
and Cubs have been over .500 alm ost 
from the outset. 
In the American League West, 
Texas, Chicago and Minnesota have 
likewise been over .500 from the 
start. In the East, only three clubs 
are over 500. But the Red Sox and 
Orioles have made it a three-team 
dogfight for the pennant up until this 
week. 
The Dodgers’ relief pitching has 
not been consistent the second half. 
Mike Garman, Lance Rautzhan 
and Elias Sosa all have had streaks 
Put there have been gam es where 
NONE of them could stop the opposi­ 
tion and this has caused the Dodger 
brass great concern. 
Hon Cey, one of the keys to the of­ 
fense, has had a terrible time after a 
sensational April. 
For the first month of the season, 
Cey averaged .403 on 31 hits in 77 at- 
bats with nine home runs and 29 runs 
batted in. 
In the five months since then, the 
“ Penguin” has averaged .223 (108 
hits in 484 at-bats) while hitting 21 
homers and batting in 81 runs.

Looking forward to the 
1977-78 theater season 
bears 
an 
e e r i e 
resemblance to looking 
backwards. Continuing a 
trend of recent years, 
revivals of past hits 
(musicals in particular), 
or new adaptations of old 
successes, will abound. 
The reasons? Most of 
them have to do with 
money. These days it is dif­ 
ficult — some producers 
would say impossible — to 
open a new musical on 
Broadway for under $1 
million As for a genuinely 
new stage work, there is no 
guarantee that it will earn 
back its costs, much less 
make a profit. 
By contrast, a revival in­ 
volves considerably 
less 
risk, although even it is not 
a sure thing. In the thea­ 
ter. nothing is a sure thing 
But the show that has been 
around before, and has 
made money, will be 
easier to finance: angels 
will feel less shaky. As far 
as the public is concerned, 
an older show is already 
pre-sold by its earlier suc­ 
cess. 


Apart from money, there 
is the sensible reason that 
an entertainin g 
and 
m ean ingful 
p la y or 
musical should be returned 
to public view as often as 
the demand warrants. 
Wouldn t it be a shame to 
shelve the p la y s of 
Shakespeare. Moliere, 
Ibsen,

At the same time, too 
many r e v iv a ls make 
dedicated theater folk un­ 
easy, because every time 
an bid play is restaged, it 
means that a new play is 
not being staged.

Years ag o . kitchen and 
bathro o m wal l s were 
finished with a paint that 
had a hig h g lo ss, simply 
because this ty pe o f paint 
had a hig h resistance to 
fo o d stains, g rease, fing er 
m a r k s and s p o t s in 


g eneral. Flat paints were 
reserv ed fo r the o ther 
ro o ms in the ho use. 


These day s, the new 
acry lic latex satin enamels 
are g etting mo re and mo re 
use in kitchens, bathro o ms, 
laundry and play ro o m s 
where g o o d resistance to 
mo isture, stains and hard 
kno cks is needed. These 
new lo w g lo ss finishes hav e 
a satiny luster and are easy 
to clean when so iled. Paint 
manufacturers use v ario us 
desig natio ns 
fo r 
these 
finishes, such as eg g shell, 
v elv et, satin latex o r sim ­ 
ply lo w luster. Seen head- 
o n. these co ating s appear 
to be flat with little o r no 
Ga rde ne rs 
c he c k lis t

They dry 
quickly , are practically 
o do r-free during ap p li­ 
catio n and are easy to u se. 


A s 
w i t h 
f i n i s h i n g 
m aterials i o f all kind, 
pig mented o r clear, they 
are mo st effectiv e when 
time is taken to prepare 
the surface pro perly . It is 
especially impo rtant to 
wash kitchen walls, ceil­ 
i n g s 
and 
t r i m 
w i t h 
deterg ent and water to 
remo v e the g reasy film 
d ep o sited by co o king ^ 
Fing er marks, mildew and 
dirt sho uld also be washed 
o ff. Traces o f deterg ent 
must be remo v ed by wip­ 
ing the surface with a 
damp clo th. 


O nce the surface is 
clean, cracks, nail ho les 
and o ther indentatio ns 
sho uld be filled with a latex 
crack-filling co mpo und, us­ 
ing a putty knife to smo o th 
the patch. After the filler 
has dried, sand the surface 
lig htly . When a crack o r 
o pening is v ery deep, it 
may be necessary to use a 
seco nd co at o f filler where 
shrinkag e has taken place. 
When dry , sand the sur­ 
face smo o th and apply a 
latex primer to all bare 
areas. The latex satin 
enamel then can be applied 
with a ro ller o r brush. If 
the co lo r selected fo r the 
to p co at is no t to o different 
fro m the o rig inal co lo r, a 
sing le co at usually will be 
sufficient. 
R o llers and 
brushes must be washed 
pro mptly with water after 
painting , since the acry lic 
co ating s dry quickly to 
f o r m 
t o u g h , 
w a t e r - 
resistant films. 
Many 
paint manJ fac- 
turers also o ffer lo w luster 
acry lic latex paints fo r o ut­ 
do o r use. These co ating s 
can be used o n almo st ahy 
e x t e r i o r 
s u r f a c e , 
in ­ 
cluding wo o d, stucco , co n­ 
crete and cement asbesto s 
shing le. 
The 
ex terio r 
g rades hav e sheen pro per­ 
ties similar to the interio r 
co ating s. They chalk slo w­ 
ly so that there is little 
chalk rundo wn to disfig ure 
trim o r brick walls and 
hav e g o o d resistance to 
peeling , cracking and 
fading . But remember that 
the time and attentio n y o u 
g iv e to the pro per prepara­ 
tio n o f the o ld surface will 
be reflected in the quality 
o f the result.

If y o u were to simply ask 
fo r a ho use plant at y o ur 
lo cal nursery , chances are 
y o u wo ul d r e c e i v e a 
Philo dendro n. No t o nly is it 
the mo st po pular o f all in­ 
do o r fo liag e plants but it 
almo st literally thriv es o n 
neg lect.

The v arieties and sizes 
rang e fro m the small 
Heartleaf Philo dendro n 
(o r Philo dendro n co r- 
datum, the co m m ercial 
name) which is the Liv ing 
Plant Gro wers Asso ciatio n 
“ Plant o f the Mo nth’’ fo r 
S e p t e m b e r , 
to 
t he 
Philo dendro n sel l o um, 
o ften 
seen 
in 
indo o r 
planting areas o f mo dern 
o ffice building s. 
The H eartleaf is also 
referred to as o x y cardium, 
which is the bo tanical 
name, and is nativ e to 
Brazil. Yo ung plants hav e 
small, brig ht g reen leav es. 
Because the Heartleaf is a 
v ining Philo dendro n, it can 
be trained in a number o f 
way s — as a hang ing 
basket o r a table plant; o r 
if the o bjectiv e is to attain 
size, as a climber o n a 
larg e m o isture-retentiv e 
to tem po le. 
I n t e r e s t i n g l y , 
when 
allo wed to g ro w uprig ht, 
the leav es will increase in 
size as the plant matures. 
Y o u 
m a y 
s e e s o m e 
Heartleafs in g reenho uses 
with leav es up to a fo o t in 
leng th. So if y o u are no t at­ 
tracted to such larg e- 
leafed Philo dendro ns as 
the Split-Leaf, Fiddle-Leaf

Heartleaf lets y o u tailo r 
the size to y o ur needs. 
Medium o r hig h lev els o f 
lig ht are reco mmended fo r 
best g ro wth. If the lig ht is 
o n the lo w side, the leav es 
may lo se so m e o f their 
character. Also , they will 
tend to g ro w smaller. But 
like all Philo dendro ns, the 
Heartleaf can adapt to 
almo st any indo o r liv ing 
co nditio n. 
Mo isture is needed to 
maintain the Heartleaf but 
av o id o v erwatering . Ro o t 
ro t is no t unco mmo n with 
Philo dendro ns. 
Ho wev er, 
do n’t wait fo r the so il to 
d ry 
o u t c o m p l e t e l y 
b e t w e e n 
w a t e r i n g s . 
Temperatures in the 6 5 to 
8 0 deg ree F. rang e are 
best. They can take brief 
co o l spells despite their 
tro pical ancestry . 
As with all g lo ssy -leafed 
plants, 
the 
Heartleaf 
sho uld be kept dust-free. 
Larg er-leafed 
Philo den­ 
dro ns will retain their at­ 
tractiv eness if leaf po lish 
is used o ccasio nally . 
P r o p a g a t i n g 
t he 
Heartleaf can be do ne by 
terminal cutting s o r by air 
lay ering . Lo ng runners can 
be pinched o ff and will liv e 
and g ro w fo r so me time in 
a jar o f water. Any g o o d 
packag ed po tting mix 
will 
do fo r repo tting with the 
additio n o f a little peat and 
sand fo r g o o d drainag e. 
Re-po t abo ut o nce a y ear 
o r when the plant o utg ro ws 
its co ntainer. Fertilizing 
sho uld be do ne ev ery two 
o r three mo nths with a 
water-so luble ty pe but ho ld 
o ff fo r fo ur to six mo nths 
with a plant that has just 
been bro ug ht ho me Iro m 
the rftirsery .

care unit of a hospital is gov­ 
erned by routine. It doesn't 
take you, as a patient, long 
to recognize this and adapt 
to it. 


I had had what, later, 
they called a mild heart at­ 
tack. T hey had put me in 
the coronary care unit at 
M idway H ospital and, 
within a few hours, I began 
to fit into the system. 


T he m edical routine 
began 
rig h t 
a fte r 
breakfast. 
An orderly 
wheeled in an EK G — 
electrocardiograph 
— 
machine. Another orderly 
came to take a blood sam­ 
ple. T here might be an X 
ray or some other test. 
Every few hours, day 
and night, one of the nurses 
would take m y tem ­ 
p e ra tu re . ch eck my 
pulse, measure my blood 
pressure. Every few hours, 
night and day, another 
nurse would wheel a small 
cart to the door of my 
room, dole out a few pills 
in a paper cup, make sure 
that I swallowed them. 
Fo r hours, between 
m inistrations, you are 
alone, trapped with your 
fears and doubts. Sudden­ 
ly. you have been con­ 
fronted with the positive 
fact that you are mortal. 
You could die in this place. 
People did. 
On the wall behind me. if 
I twisted around, 1 could 
see the monitor and the 
cheerful green line that in­ 
dicated my heart was 
beating away. It was com­ 
forting. 
A 
few 
tim e s , 
the 
loudspeaker voice would 
say. “ Code 5 Blue, Room 
242“ and everybody would 
rush to that room. T hat 
was the code for a cardiac 
emergency. 
I was the center of one 
emergency of my own. 
T rying to sleep, I apparent­ 
ly tossed and turned so 
vigorously that the wires 
hooking up to my monitor 
became unhooked. T he 
monitor went wild - red 
lights flashing, buzzers 
buzzing. Nurses came run 
ning. It was reassuring. 
As it turned out, I was in 
the intensive care for a 
shade longer than 48 hours. 
On the second day, they 
wheeled me to the next 
phase-COU, or Coronary 
Observation Unit. It was 
like being released from 
prison. T he intravenous 
bottle was removed, tbe 
monitor disconnected (for 
several more days I would 
be monitored, but by a 
wireless device) and I 
found I could move a little 
without worrying about 
disconnecting myself. 
T hey rolled me into a 
room that was equipped 
with two wonderful inven­ 
tions — a bathroom and a 
television set. You cannot 
imagine how great it is to 
go to the bathroom on your 
own until you aren t 
allowed to.

T he next step is being 
labelled 
“ ambulatory. ’ 
which means you can walk 
through the hospital cor­ 
ridors. Another great mo­ 
ment is when you receive 
shower privileges. When 
they say you will be going 
home tomorrow, you feel 
like jumping for joy.

In intensive care, you 
on’t even brush your teeth 
- they give you a basin 
ind some mouthwash. But 
iow I could not only brush 
nv teeth, I could shave. I 
oyed with the idea of let- 
,ing my beard grow — it 
teemed to be coming in 
zrey, which might be in­ 
teresting — but realized 
that was laziness talking. 
And laziness is part of 
your life. You are en­ 
couraged and urged to be 
lazy. It’s part of your 
therapy as a heart patient. 
And then you find that you 
are actually enjoying ib 
The longer you do it, the 
more the thought of getting 
out and going back to your 
work and vour worries is 
not as alluring a prospect 
as it once was. The lazy life 
begins to capture you. 
And you bask in the glory 
of your illness. People can 
vou up, send you cards, 
books, flowers, fruit. 
Everybody rallies around 
to help vou and wish you 
well. There is a certain 
status to your condition 
And yet, fortunately, the 
r e s t l e s s n e s s 
p r oves 
stronger than the laziness. 
You feel guilty about not 
doing your job, about the 
burden your illness is plac­ 
ing on your family They 
tell you to think of this as a 
vacation, but you know bet­ 
ter. 
So you welcome every 
sign that you are being 
readied for the outside 
world. One day, the doctor 
says you can sit up in a 


T he doctor explains 
carefully what I can and 
cannot do For the next two 
weeks, at least. I must con­ 
tinue to rest. Lie down two 
hours every afternoon. Go 
up the stairs only twice a 
day. No writing yet. After 
those two weeks, we’ll see. 


Heart disease is the 
number one k ille r in 
America. T he American 
Heart Assn. estimates that 
52 per cent of all deaths in 
1977 will be from some 
form of cardiovascular dis­ 
ease (CVD). T hree times 
as many people will die 
from CVD as from cancer; 
10 times as many from 
CVD as from accidents. 
What had happened to me 
was hardly uncommon. Ac­ 
tually, I was lucky. I got 
there in time. Even so, I 
had 
d e la yed 
and 
procrastinated much too 
long. 
T he Heart Association 
has a booklet called, 
“ Some People Would 
Rather Die T han Admit 
T hey're Having a Heart At­ 
tack. ** 
T he booklet advises: 
“ Recognize the earliest 
danger signals. T he most 
important signal is a 
steady pressure on the 
center of the chest lasting 
two minutes or more. T he 
discomfort may spread to 
the arms, neck or jaw, but 
don't wait for this to occur. 
Remember, the victim 
may look completely well 
and may deny that the 
svmptoms are „erious 
’ T hat had been me. 1 had 
denied the seriousness of 
my symptoms for several 
months. I was flirting with 
death, but I honestly 
wasn't sure that what I had 
been feeling were really 
heart disease symptoms. 
Next time — God forbid — 
I ’ll know. 
One thing I will say for a 
heart attack is that it's a 
dandy way to quit smoking. 
By the time I was out of the 
hospital, I hadn t smoked 
for two weeks and I d 
heard several dozen lec­ 
tures to the effect that I 
had smoked my la st 
cigarette. 
T he y all added that I was 
lucky in one respect — that 
I wasn’t overweight. Smok­ 
ing is bad enough, but be­ 
ing overweight is probably 
wors6. 
Later, perhaps in two 
months, I II have to go in 
for some serious tests to 
determine exactly how 
much damage has been 
done to my heart and what, 
if anything, can be done to 
repair it. Maybe the heart 
will have repaired itself. 
Let’s hope so. 
But now I'm going home. 
T he n urse b rin g s a 
wheelchair to mv room, 
and I get dressed in regular 
clothes and they wheel me 
down to the outside T he 
cars seem to be faster and 
louder and scarier than I 
remember

Businessmen detail ambitious plans 
for revitalization of Pomona s Mall

Ambitious plans to revitalize the 
^omona Mall and to give R a 
egional shopping center status were 
ietailed today by a coalition of locai 
business leaders. 
Frank G. Summers Jr., spokesman 
for the group which has bought 
various properties along the largely 
deserted mall, announced that it will 
be possible for new lessees to open 
up their businesses in the ‘Pomona 
Shoppers Park” in time for the 
Christmas season. 
Details of the group s plans were 
announced at a morning press^con­ 
ference at 295 Pomona Mall West. 
Summers’ new offices in the former 
Fireside Thrift location. 
No dollar value was placed on the 
project immediately because of the 
diversity of the renewal programs 
involved, but Summers estimated 
that renovation costs could total 
$500,000. 
. 
Summers is also president of 
California Park Development Co . 


Inc. which will renovate buildings 
along the mall for prospective 
retailers. 
Immediate plans call for the refur­ 
bishing of the S. H. Kress building on 
Locust Street, the John Evans block 
on the north side of the mall between 
Thomas and Main streets, and the 
re-opening of Nash s as W alkor s 
Department Store. 
‘ Our objectives are to restore the 
prominence and economic viability 
of the downtown area and re­ 
establish its status as a major 
regional shopping center, Summers 
said. 
.

He noted that his firm has space 
ranging from 200 square feet to 
70,000 square feet for lease. 
Summers said that he will ask the 
Pomona City Council Oct. 10 to 
change the Pomona Mall back to 
two-way traffic as it was before the 
mall was constructed in 1962. 
“We need the two-way traffic to 
bring the shoppers back into the 
area,” he said. 
He stressed that the artwork on the 


mall will not be disturbed. 
Summers will ask the city to in­ 
stall traffic signals to facilitate traf­ 
fic north and south from the mall on 
streets cul-de-saced when the mall 
was built. 
The Pomona City Council in 
November 1975 had approved an ex­ 
perimental plan of allowing one-way 
traffic westbound between Garev 
and Park avenues 
Summers said that parking still 
would not be allowed on the mall 
because there is ample parking nort i 
and south of the street. 
Summers said that the S. H. Kress 
building will become an 
“inter­ 
national village” with up to 35 small 
retail businesses on the three floors. 
A mezzanine will be added when the 
building is modernized 
The businesses will include 15 ar­ 
tisans who will sell 
the products 
they make in their stalls. 
Summers said that his group has 
bought the John Evans block on the 
north side of the mall between 
Thomas and Main streets, and will 


renovate the burned-out Wool worth 
building into a fashion arcade of 
ready-to-wear clothing stores. 
The basement will be converted, 
he said, for rental as dry storage, 
and the second floor will become the 
offices of California Park Develop­ 
ment Co., Inc. 
He said that John A. Evans will 
continue to operate the John P.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Congress 
is giving President Carter approval 
to produce the neutron bomb a ne w 
atomic weapon that opponents fear 
will greatly increase the risk of all- 
out nuclear war 
The House of Representatives on 
Thursday approved an authorization 
bill to enable the President to spend 
money for the neutron bomb if he 
chooses to do so, The Senate 
previously approved a similar bl*‘ 
The neutron bomb is a small 
warhead that would be placed on 
Lance missiles and artillery shells 
It produces twice the deadly radia_ 
tion of a conventional nuclear bomb 
but less than a tenth as much ex­ 
plosive power, heat and fallout This 
means the bomb can kill people 
while causing little damage to 
buildings. 
The warhead is designed to replace 
the approximately 7,000 nuclear 
warheads now deployed in Europe. 
Carter has not announced whether 
he intends to approve production of 
the controversial weapon, but he did 
ask for the authorization that both 
houses have now granted 
The key House vote came on an 
amendment by Rep. Ted Weiss, D- 
N.Y. The amendment would have 
blocked Energy Research and 
Development Administration money 
from being used for the neutron 
bomb. But the amendment was 
defeated 297 to 109. 
Weiss and his supporters said the 
neutron bomb would “tower the 
threshold” to nuclear war They said 
military leaders might feel toss In­ 
hibited about using the neutron bomb 


since it has less destructive power 
than large-scale nuclear weapons. 
That could make it easier to in­ 
troduce nuclear weapons into an 
altercation that could touch off a 
nuclear holocaust, opponent! saw. 
“I am frightened to death of this 
weapon.” said Rep Ron Dellums, D- 
Callf “Once you start down the road 
to a nuclear war, there is no turning 
back. Once we make nuclear war 
thinkable, we make it possible, and 
once we make it possible we make it 
inevitable 


PARIS (AP) — A hijacker shot and 
wounded a stewardess and com 
mandeered a French jetliner with 
107 persons aboard today, forcing it 
to return to Paris’ Orly airport, 
where he demanded to broadcast a 
message to France, authorities said. 
The gunman - described as about 
45 years old, big, blond and blue-eyed 
— quickly freed the wounded 
stewardess and six passengers from 
the Air Inter Caravelle, which had 
been bound for Lyon on a domestic 
flight. Officials said the stewardess 
was not badly hurt 
The pilot radioed the control tower 
that the hijacker, said to be armed 
with a grenade and pistol, wanted to 
broadcast a message over Radio 
Europe No. 1 and Radio Monte Carlo 
and threatened to execute a pas­ 
senger if the request was not 
granted 


Newsmen from the two private 
stations, which direct their broad­ 
cast* principally at France were 
standing by to make the recording. 
But it was reported that local of­ 
ficials negotiating with the hijacker 
insisted on first knowing the contents

Chlorine gss fumes rout residents

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Brown's bill-signing ranges 
from prisons to pornography 


LOS A N G ELES (A P) - Gov Ed­ 
mund Brown Jr. has signed a series 
of bills on subjects ranging from 
mandatory prison sentences and 
child pornography to unemployment 
benefits for parolees and redlining. 
During the first part of a cer­ 
emony Thursday, Brown signed a 
measure which prohibited all state- 
licensed financial institutions from 
redlining, refusing mortgage and 
hom e-im provem ent loans to 
otherwise credit-worthy persons 
simply because the home is in a poor 
neighborhood. 
We re not saying ‘make a bad 
loan,' but we are saying ‘give a loan 
to decent people no matter where 
they live,’” Brown said as he signed 
SB 7, sponsored by Sen. Nate Holden, 
D-Culver City. 
The bill, intended to encourage 
rehabilitation in inner-city areas, ap­ 


plies to both owner-occupants and 
landlords who purchase homes with 
tiie intention of making improve­ 
ments. 
Redlining, which got its name 
from the banking practice of mark­ 
ing redlines on maps around areas 
for which housing loans were denied, 
was outlawed in 1976 for state- 
licensed savings and loan associa 
tions. 
Two of the law-and-order bills ex­ 
tend the practice of mandatory 
sentencing first introduced by Brown 
two years ago for persons convicted 
of crimes committed with a gun and 
heroin sellers. 
SB 370 by Sen. George Deukmej- 
ian, R-Long Beach, requires a prison 
term for assault of an elderly, blind 
or handicapped person, and SB 518, 
by Sen. John Holmdahl, D-Castro 
Valley, applies to parolees who com­ 


mit violent crimes while on parole 
SB 683, another bill introduced by 
Deukmejian, provides $1.5 million to 
set up special units in district at­ 
torney offices to fight ‘‘career crimi­ 
nals,” those who make a livelihood 
of crime. 
‘‘We need a few prisons to house 
all the new clients,” Brown com­ 
mented wryly as he signed the three 
bills. 
Parolees who have worked in 
prison industries or training 
programs will be eligible for un­ 
employment benefits of up to $59 a 
week for up to 26 weeks under SB 224 
by Sen. Peter Behr, R-Tiburon 
The child pornography bill, SB 817 
by Sen Robert Presley, D-Riverside, 
makes it a felony to use persons aged 
16 or less in films, photographs or 
live performances of real or simu­ 
lated sex acts. 


Two bills, AB 1206 by Assem­ 
blyman Michael Gage, D-Napa. and 
SB 725 by Sen. Jerry Smith, D- 
Saratoga, require criminals to as­ 
sume the burden of compensating 
their victims. 
SB 923 by Sen. Dennis Carpenter, 
R-Newport Beach, outlaws threats to 
any individual of death or serious in­ 
jury in order to achieve social or 
political goals. Previously only pub­ 
lic officials had this protection. 


Another bill, AB 38 by Assembly­ 
man AJister McAlister, D-San Jose, 
aims at reducing auto theft by barr­ 
ing manufacture of burglars’ tools or 
master keys with intent to steal a 
motor vehicle.

Signing of nuclear power bill 
doesn't change Brown's stand

SACRAMENTO (AP) - Gov. Ed­ 
mund Brown Jr. says his approval of 
a bill sought by backers of nuclear 
power doesn’t mean he’s changing a 
very cautious position on the subject. 
The Democratic governor an­ 
nounced Thursday he signed AB 1852 
by Assemblyman Alister McAlister, 
D-San Jose, which sets a procedure 
that could lead to an act of the Leg­ 
islature next spring to authorize con­ 
struction of the Sundesert nuclear 
power plant. 
San Diego Gas & Electric Co. 
wants to build the $2.3-billion plant 
near Blythe, but complains that the 
nuclear safety laws Brown signed in 
1976 pose too much uncertainty. 
The laws ban new nuclear power 
plant construction until the 
Legislature accepts state Energy 
Commission findings that methods 
exist to reprocess nuclear fuel and 
permanently 
store 
radioactive 
wastes. 
Neither decision is possible as long 
as the Carter administration re­ 
mains opposed to reprocessing 
because of the hazard that resultant 
plutonium could spread nuclear 
weapons. 
Brown said in a telephone in­ 
terview that his signing of the bill did 
not compromise his conviction that 
the sta te should m in im iz e 


dependence on nuclear power 
“ It requires the Energy Com­ 
mission, in timely fashion, to make a 
re c o m m e n d a tio n 
to 
the 
Legislature,” the governor said. 


The bill requires the Energy Com­ 
mission, which has been studying the 
Sundesert proposal for nearly 18 
months, to report to the Legislature 
by Jan. 16 on whether the nuclear 
plant is needed to meet energy de­ 
mands and no alternatives are feasi­ 
ble. 
The Legislature would have 90 
days to act on the recommendation. 
“ This is not an exemption. It calls 
on the Energy Commission to 
evaluate supply and demand, in­ 
cluding conservation, with particular 
reference to Sundesert, ’ Brown 
said. 
“ It doesn’t prejudge the case It 
sets a priority for the Energy Com­ 
mission to supply the Legislature 
with the information it does not now 
possess.” 
Brown said it would be “ pre­ 
mature” to say whether he would ap­ 
prove a bill from the Legislature 
granting Sundesert an exemption. 


He said the estim ates for 
electricity requirements in the 
future are so far apart that it is "cer­ 
tainly very appropriate for the 


Energy Commission to refine es­ 
timates to determine whether this 
nuclear plant is necessary for the 
economy and well-being of the 
state.” 
Brown said his administration is 
“ making a decided effort to explore 
alternative energy sources and ex­ 
pand conservation ” Through this ef­ 
fort, “ it may be possible to substan­ 
tially minimize” the number of 
nuclear power plants. 
“ The question is timing,” he ad­ 
ded, on whether a combination of 
other energy supplies, such as coal 
and geothermal, could be used in 
tim e to meet the need for 
Sundesert’s electricity.” 
SDG&E plans to start generating 
electricity from the first of two 950- 
megawatt reactors in 1984 
Brown said that plutonium from 
reprocessing “ is frought with risks 
and difficulties and to the extent that 
we can maintain a healthy economic 
climate, I would like to see the state 
minimize dependency on nuclear 
energy. 
“ We have the strong regulatory 
controls. We have a number of alter­ 
natives. Consistent with a sound 
economy, I support an energy path 
that is responsible” now and “for fu­ 
ture generations.” 
The bill applies only to Sundesert.

The Times said Carter’s overall strategy is to sugar- 
coat” some tax reforms affecting business and the 
wealthy by calling for a cut in individual and corporate 
tax rates. 
The te* proposal, according to The Times, will recom­ 
mend varying tax cuts, depending on Income bracket for 
persons making less than $100,000. Persons making 
$100,000 to $200,000 would be taxed slightly more, and 
persons making more $200,000 would be hit with a t> per 
cent increase. 
Corporate tax rates on Income of more than »0,000 
would drop from 4 8 per cent to 46 per cent, The Times 
said 
The most controversial item Carter is considering, 
according to The Times, is a proposal to fully tax capital 
gains profits on land, securities and some other assets 
Half of those profits are now generally tax exempt. 
The tax proposals are expected to draw strong reac­ 
tions from special Interest groups. For «am p le, 
restaurant, hotel and sports groups are expected to lobby 
vigorously against anticipated recommendations that 
only half the cost of business meals be deductible and 
that no business entertainment expenses be deductible.

“The Cuban ambassador 
in M e x i c o C ity had 
reported the incident to 
Havana,” Schorr wrote. 
“It had not been taken 
seriously at the time, but 
after Kennedy’s assassina­ 
tion. Castro had conte to 
suspect that the effort to 
get Oswald Into Cuba was 
part of a right-wing con­ 
spiracy. 
“Oswald would return 
from Cuba, then assas­ 
sinate the President and it 
would look as though 
Castro had been respon­ 
sible,’’ Schorr said. 
Schorr speculated that 
Oswald may, however, 
have been acting alone, 
and his desire to kill the 


President could have been 
triggered by publication of 
a Sept. 9, 1983, interview 
with The Associated Press 
in which Castro said U.S. 
leaders would be In danger 
if they attem pted to 
eliminate Cuban leaders 
“ The possibility that 
Oswald acted on his own, 
inspired by Castro’s state­ 
ment, cannot today be 
proved, but it has the ele 
menu of the fortuitous and 
the lunatic that sometimes 
govern history,” Schorr 
wrote. 
“The ‘conspiracy,* then, 
would have been a con­ 
spiracy of interlocking 
events — the incessant CIA 
plots to kill Castro, 
touching off a Castro warn­ 
ing. touching off something 
in the fevered mind of Lee 
Harvey Oswald,”

Former valley physician defends UC policy

“ Because we played the game 
honestly, we got into trouble, 
said a 
former valley physician who served 
on a task force and admissions com* 
m ittee at UC D avis School of 
Medicine 
“We were not attempting to set a 
specific number of minority students 
so much as we were attempting to 
select students who would return to 
their own communities as family 
p ractice p h y sicia n s,” said Dr. 
Gabriel Smilkstein, who practiced in 
Claremont and Pomona for many 
years. 
The university's medical school 
has been charged with “reverse dis­ 
crimination” in the courts by two 
white students who were denied ad­ 
m ission because of a “ minority 
quota system.'' 
The Supreme Court will begin 
hearings on an appeal of the first 
case, arising when a man was denied 


admission in 1973 and won his case in 
the state courts. In the second case, 
a young woman sued and won the 
right to be admitted this fall. 
Dr Smilkstein Joined the medical 
school faculty at UC Davis in 1973 
and has now become a member of 
the faculty at the University of 
Washington School of Medicine 
The physician, who served on the 
task force on discrimination at the 
Davis campus, recently spoke to the 
medical staff at Pomona Valley 
Community Hospital. He discussed 
the need for more family practice 
physicians and how some medical 
schools are attempting to fill the 
void. 
“There are pockets of the country 
which are medically underserved, 
said Dr. Smilkstein. “These are in 
rural areas and where the peop.e are 
from minority groups or disadvan­ 
taged. 
“ The UC D avis program is 
designed to allow students from 


these minoritv areas to attend the 
m edical school b ecause w e’ve 
learned that, in most cases, students 
will return to the area they came 
from to practice medicine.” 
Dr Smilkstein said the school was 
not seeking minority students who 
were from advantaged families or 
with top-ranking preparatory school 
backgrounds. 
He added that being from a 
minority group was just one of the 
criteria considered. More important 
was the commitment of the student 
to serve as family practice physi­ 
cians in areas where doctors are 
vitallv needed 
Dr. Smilkstein said at Davis, the 
stress on family practice physicians 
is further encouraged by providing 
medical students with an opportunity 
to p ractice in poorer areas of 
Sacramento. 
“Family practice is a discipline 
which is still trying to find itself.” 
continued the doctor. 
But it is 


starting to make a distinct contribu­ 
tion to medicine ” 
Since World War II. most doctors 
have received their education in un­ 
iversity hospitals where the patients 
they see represent only 1 percent of 
the ill population. 
“When these doctors enter family 
practice, they see a different type of 
patient with different symptoms or 
types of illnesses 
“Some medical schools are incor­ 
porating new concepts of training 
which stress less formal lecturing 
and m ore p rob lem -solvin g by 
students,” Dr. Smilkstein reported 
The medical school instructor said 
that family practice doctors are now 
being taught to learn to recognize the 
familv in crisis 
“ Many physical problems are 
directly correlated to events within 
the family — life events.” added L>r, 
Smilkstein. If the family is basically 
functioning well, a crisis can be 
faced and solved. If the family is 


already functioning poorly, a crisis 
— even a minor one — can be 
devastating.” 
He named five components which 
a physician could use to score a fami- 
ly. 
These are the ability of a family to 
adapt to a situation and adjust; the 
sharing of decision-making and en­ 
couraging responsibility; growth and 
self-sulfillm ent; affection among 
members; and a commitment to 
sharing time, space and resources 
with family. 
“The doctor needs to know where 
the patient is coming from,” he ad- 
ded. 
Dr. Smilkstein said that the need 
for family physicians is critical both 
in the United States and in Southeast 
Asia where he recently visited 
medical schools. 
At least the Smilkstein family is 
helping to solve the shortage of doc 
tors Two sons are now attending UC 
Davis School of Medicine.

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Mental health center slated for La Puente area

A regional mental health center 
that would serve parts of the valley 
and have a first-year budget of near­ 
ly $2 million is scheduled to be es 
tablished this fall in the La Puente 
area. 
Funds for the project will come 
from state and federal mental health 
allocations. 
The proposal will be submitted 
Tuesday to Los Angeles County 
supervisors. But since the project 
will not cost the county any money, 
approval is expected. 
Jess Ram irez, deputy regional 
director for the San Gabriel Valley 
Health Services Department, said 
the proposal is so new the project is 
still looking for a home. 
Under the proposal, the county 
would be willing to spend »150.000 a 
year for quotas in the vicinity of 
20 000 to 28,000 square feet of floor 
spate in the La Puente-lndustry 
area he added. 
Ramirez reported the county could 
guarantee an eight-year lease since 
the program is to be funded for that 
long 
First preference would be given to 
a builder willing to construct such a 
building to the county’s specifica­ 
tions But lacking that, the county 
would be willing to view other 
suitable alternatives 
The center’s target area will ex­ 
tend from Bassett and Azusa east to 
La P u en te, R ow land H eigh ts, 
Valinda Walnut and sections of Dia­ 
mond Bar. This has a population of 
about 200,000 persons 
The area, particularly in La 


P u en te, B a sse tt and R ow land 
Heights, has been identified as a 
“ severely poor section of the state. 
In fact, said Ramirez, the La 
P uente ca tch m en t area ranks 
seventh in priority of 152 im ­ 
poverished areas in California 
About one-half the area’s popula­ 
tion is under 18 years of age. nearly 
one-third have Spanish surnames, 
about one-quarter are poor as 
defined by county standards, and 


one-third live in overcrowded hous 
ing. 
According to the report, the com­ 
munity has expressed concerns over 
such problems as poverty, blighted 
neighborhoods, deteriorating hous 
ing and poor sanitation 
Ramirez said child abuse, neglect, 
wife beating and rapes are common 
complaints 
Gang rapes and gang 
fights are reportedly common, un­ 
employment is high, and suicides are 


more frequent than in the county as a 
whole, he added. 
The project's purpose will be two­ 
fold : to reduce hospital care in other 
county facilities by early treatment 
of potential patients; and provide 
alternatives to inpatient services 
such as guidance, psychological 
area, effective anti-drug and alcohol 
programs, and rehabilitation. 
Morrison E. Chamberlin, acting 
director of the county’s health ser- 


viees. said the county would save 
money by accepting the proposal by 
diverting some of its patients from 
other facilities This would cut back 
on workers. 
At present, there is an existing 
health center in La Puente with a 
staff of seven 
The new proposal calls for a staff 
of 91 and a budget of $1,970,000 By 
the eighth year, the budget will In­ 
crease to $3 5 million. 


At the end of the eighth-year 
period, county supervisors will have 
the option of continuing the program 
with county funds or dropping it. 
The project’s fiscal year began 
last July 1. but delays have pushed 
the opening to possibly November or 
December, said Ramirez 
Since the first year’s qperation is 
cut in half, he hopes what funds are 
left over this fiscal year can be 
carried over to the next year 


Water proposal endorsed by former state official

In answer to a question, Gianelli 
said the proposed general obligation 
bond approach is the “best way to 
go” because taxes are used to make 
the payments. Revenue bonds are 
more uncertain as they are based 
only on the sale of water, he noted. 
Gianelli disputed a claim by league 
members — who asked him various 
questions following his report — that 
Northern California water would not 
be available 
“ I feel it will be 
available,” he said, although adding 
that state legislation is needed to in­ 
crease present supplies. 
G ia n e lli's sev en -p a g e report 
answered various questions posed by 
the water district relative to its 
proposed projects, with most ques­ 
tions centered on Northern Califor­ 
nia water. 
He said it was a wise planning as­ 
sumption by PVMWD that present 


water supplies coming from the 
Colorado River will have to he 
reduced upon completion of the 
Central Arizona Project, which will 
divert more river water to Arizona. 


When this occurs, the PVMWD will 
become much more dependent on 
water from Northern California, said 
GianelU. 
He noted the district’s statement 
''seem s reasonable 
that Northern 
California water will be available in 
future years, as contracted for with 
the state. 
While pumping costs of Northern 
C alifornia w ater w ill increase 
markedly in future years, those costs 
would not be prohibitive for Southern 
California, Gianelli said 
The former state water official 
who served in the Reagan ad­ 
ministration agreed with a PVMWD 
preference for pure Northern water 
compared to poorer quality Colorado 
River water. Hard water from the 


river creates problems for con­ 
sumers. he added, including in­ 
creased household operating wata 
In answer to another PVMWD 
question, Gianelli agreed with the 
district’s phased approach to solving 
water problems in the valley He en­ 
dorsed the Northern C alifornia 
Mirrmar Plant project and the Twi­ 
ner Canyon plan for Southern 
California 
Although the district has various 
alternatives for solving its water 
problems locally. GianelU indicated 
the phased approach was a “logical 
first step ” 
The water project, if approved by 
voters would involve construction of 
new treatment, storage and tran 
¡»mission facilities,Jplus the purchase 
of land in Tanner Canyon 
A larger — but similar — $35 
million water bond proposal by the 
PVMWD was turned down by voters 
in 1975,

The current classroom shortage in the Pomona 
Unified School District is typical of what is happen­ 
ing in public education. 
. 
. 
The Pomona school board and other boards of 
education throughout California are not calhl^ 
shots any more because they have signed contrac . 
with teacher groups giving the teachera ui^on^tiie 
upper hand in many school district decisions. 
Therefore, the public no longer controls the school. 


'l For'mstance, the Pomona school board signed a 
contract with the Associated Pomona Teachers last 
vcar which, among other things, established max- 
imum class sizes. Pomona was one of the few 
school districts in the state to establish maximum 


° Consequently, it was not totally unexpected that 
there would be a shortage of classroom space in 
some schools when classes resumed this W L 
The situation is not totally intolerable, however, 
and before the end of the calendar year there will 
be 31 new portable classrooms, now under construc­ 
tion, ready for occupancy. 
Older hands in the senool district can recall when 
in davs of tremendous growth some years ago clas­ 
sroom space was at a premium and double sessions 
were not unusual. The current situation has not 
come to that, however, and is not likely to. 
While the district is waiting for the new clas­ 
srooms to be finished, there is no necess,tV 1°r 
recriminations on the part of either the school dis­ 
trict or the teachers union.

What is needed in the future is less rigidity in 
limiting class sizes so that when a student bulge oc­ 
curs larger classes can be arranged temporarily so 
as to avoid such classroom inconveniences as are 
currently being experienced. 


The public forum 
The tax-free college myth 
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It hurts 
but it works 
A lot of criticisms can be levelled against our 
crazv-quilt income tax system; but the claim that 
the burden falls disproportionately on lower-income 
people while the rich escape almost entirely simpl> 
doesn’t stand up to inspection. 
Total personal income taxes collected by me 
federal government came to $125 billion in 1975. 
Computations by the Tax Foundation, based on the 
Treasury Department’s latest "statistics of in­ 
come" report, show that 72 per cent of that total 
was accounted for by only 25 per cent of all tax­ 
payers —- those earning $15,898 or more. 
The top 10 per cent of taxpayers—those with 
Adjusted Gross Incomes of $23,420 or more — 
picked up the tab for nearly half the total personal 
income tax bill; and 5 per cent of the taxpayers 
those with AGI of $29,272 or more - paid more than 
one-third of the total. 
At the extreme top, 1,149 taxpayers who reported 
incomes of $1 million or more in 1975 paid an 
average tax of $1,011,317, says the Treasury, or a 
total of $15 billion 
By contrast, the bottom 50 per cent of taxpayers 
— those earning $8,930 or less — accounted for only 
7 per cent of total personal income tax collections, 
and the lowest 25 per cent — those with AGI of 
$4,041 or less — paid less than 1 per cent. 
Also significant is the fact that the relative share 
of the income-tax burden on upper-income tax 
payers has been increasing while the share paid by 
lower-income taxpayers has been shrinking 
In 
fact, several million taxpayers disappeared from 
the tax rolls altogether between 1970 and 1975 
because of changes in the law benefitting those with 
lower incomes. 
The federal income tax is called a progressive 
tax, meaning that the more you earn the more you 
are supposed to pay. All in all, it seems to be work­ 
ing the way it was designed to work. 


Honor where due

government for "lack of vision and direction and 
dared it to arrest her. 
Unlike in other countries, she pointed out, gomg 
to jail in India is an honor." 
Mrs Gandhi ought to know. She "honored thou­ 
sands of her countrymen during the last few years 
of her 11-year-rule, when she turned dictator. 
We hope, however, that reports from India that 
the government is looking for an excuse to arrest 
Mrs Gandhi are unfounded. Otherwise, it would be 
embarking on the same fateful course she did when 
she threw the first dissenter behind bars to keep 
him quiet. 


Dear Editor; 
The other day I recognized a 
familiar ogre that I hoped had faded 
away. A letter to the editor said the 
"tax-exempt status of seven colleges 
Including all the undeveloped land 
they own . . . causes the rest of us to 
carry the would-be taxation on dielr 
properties as well as our own. 
I can tell you about six colleges — 
The Claremont Colleges - and 
taxes. They paid property taxes of 
$442,825 in the 1976-77 fiscal year, and 
$351,102 of that was in Los Angeles 
County. 
The myth of "the tax-free college 
clique" arises from the long­ 
standing American practice of ex­ 
empting from property taxes certain 
institutions that are making special 
contributions to society. Colleges are 
among them, but the tax exemption 
applies only to those portions of their 
properties that are actually used for 
educational purposes They pay full 
tax on everything else they own, and 
it mounts up, as you can see. 
There are a couple of other con- 


siderations. One is the money spent 
in the area by students, faculty and 
staff which generates considerable 
revenues for the city as well as 
profits for its businesses. In 1976, for 
instance, the colleges paid wages 
and fringe benefits totaling 
$21,780,000. Another consideration is 
what the tax consequences would be 
if houses instead of colleges covered 
these campuses. The cost of required 
services notoriously outweighs taxes 
derived from typical residences. I’ll 
resist the urge to talk about cultural 
assets. 
Certainly a broad tax base is a 
financial boon for any city, and in­ 
dustry can make significant con­ 
tributions. So do The Claremont

More on Somoza 


WASHINGTON — Of all the dic­ 
tators Uncle Sam has embraced, he 
has hugged no one more tightly to his 
bosom than Nicaragua’s Anastasio 
Somoza. The United States has 
showered blessings upon him to en­ 
sure. presumably, that Nicaragua s 
military might well remain safely on 
the U.S. side, 
Somoza has one of the world s 
most deoorabd chests, adorned witt 
medals he and his family have 
bestowed upon him. We are now 
presenting him with a new award to 
add to his collection 
We have decided after a five- 
month investigation of his qualifica­ 
tions to give Somoza our ldi Amin 
award. For Somoza, like the madcap 
Ugandan strongman, is a gluttonous 
caricature of a dictator 
Somoza has stuffed his bank ac­ 
counts with money and his belly with 
food and oooze. Much of the money 
has come, at least indirectly, from 
the U S taxpayers The dictator has 
developed dozens of ways to divert 
economic aid. intended for his im­ 
poverished people, into his own 
pockets. 
The Pentagon heavily subsidizes 
his small military force And the 


Central Intelligence Agency left 
behind in Nicaragua about $1 million 
worth of arms from the abortive Bay 
of Pigs invasion, which had been 
launched against Cuba from 
Somoza s shores. 
The dictator uses his national 
guard, which he maintains largely at 
U.S. expense, to protect himself and 
to control his people He is obsessed 
with the fear that he. like his dictator 
father, will be bumped off 
His urban ranch. El Retiro, is 
barricaded and patrolled by guards. 
Several tanks stand by to repel any 
invading force When he goes out for 
dinner, hi* own mess steward 
prepares his food beforehand and 
totes it along in insulated containers. 
Somoza also employs a decoy, as 
beer-bellied as himself, to lead 
astray any assassins who might be 
laying for him. A few minutes before 
Somoza departs, the decoy climbs 
into an armored limousine just like 
the dictator’s and takes off in the 
wrong direction 
Any area Somoza visits is literally 
placed under military siege several 
hours before his arrival. Two or 
three acres may be cleared of tratfic 
to make room for the potentate and 


all entrances or exits are manned by 
guards 
Then Big Daddy’s caravan arrives. 
He is accompanied by 30 or 40 aides, 
including the general in charge of 
national security and several fierce 
colonels. One of them, Col Victorino 
I .ara, always armed with a 44- 
calibre pistol and a ferocious frown, 
is the epitome of a dictator’s lackey. 
Arrayed around the presidential 
party in concentric circles are some 
200 bodyguards, armed with Belgian 
automatics. An outer rirife is under 
military command. The second ring, 
carrying knives in addition to guns, 
is under the command of the in­ 
telligence service. 
An inner ring of five or six hand- 
picked goons, many of whom were 
hardened criminals, completely sur­ 
round and shield Somoza. When he 
moves, they all move en masse 
Watching them shuffle along, said 
one witness, "is a ludicrous sight." 
So moza’s personal goons ao<*om- 
pany him wherever he goes At fancy 
functions, they try to remain incon­ 
spicuous and pass themselves off as 
guests But they are so unkempt and 
so patently predictable that they are 
rarely successful

DETROIT (NEA) - Forced to 
abandon a clumsily managed effort 
to thwart opposition to President 
Carter in the 1980 Democratic 
primary elections, White House 
aides have devised a face-saving sub­ 
stitute of equally dubious value 
The stage for that still-unfolding 
political drama is the Democratic 
National Committee’s Commission 
on Presidential Nomination and 
Party Structure, mandated to refine 
and recommend reforms or 
modifications of party rules 
The leading actors are the key 
Carter agents among the commis­ 
sion's 58 members 
Richard O. 
(Rick) Hutcheson III and Mark A 
Siegel, both members of the White 
House staff, and Patrick H. CaddeU, 
the President s political pollster. 
Current party rules, designed to 
guarantee the broadest representa- 
i lion of grass-roots voter sentiment, 
require that any presidential con 
tender who receives at least 15 per 
cent of the votes in a state’s primary 
or caucus must be given a propor­ 
tional share of that state's delegate« 
to the national convention 
When the commission met in 
Washington during the second week 
in August, Hutcheson proposed rais­ 
ing that threshold from 15 to 25 per 
cent, argui ng t hat such a 
"consensus-building 
mechanism 
was needed to establish a broad base 
of support around the leading can­ 


didate or candidates 
But that proposed change, first dis­ 
closed in this column, also would 
mean that any challenger to Carter 
for the i960 Democratic presidential 
nomination would have to capture 25 
per cent of a state’s primary or 
caucus vote before qualifying for a 
single delegate vote from that state 
at the national convention. 
Carter loyalists clearly control a 
majority of the commission, but by 
the time the panel convened here in 
the second week of September the 
Presidents operatives apparently 
decided that continued pressure to 
adopt the scheme would be too costly 
in terms of perpetuating the adverse 
publicity and political hostility the 
plan generated in recent weeks, 
On the other hand, one of the un­ 
written rules of politics is that the 
White House, presumed to be a 
reservoir of unlimited political clout, 
must never display weakness by sur­ 
rendering or allowing itself to be 
defeated in an intra-party fight 
Emerging from total obscurity to 
resolve that dilemma was Sarah 
Shuptrine, a commission member 
and Carter supporter from Colum­ 
bia, SC. who offered the meeting 
here a two-element compromise 
plan 
First, ail caucuses and primaries 
would be confined by new party rules 
to a three-month period, from the se­ 
cond Tuesday in March to the second 
Tuesday in June 
Second, the threshold-level would 


gradually increase, from 15 per cent 
in the first month, to 20 per cent in 
the second month and 25 per cent in 
the third month 
Shuptrine claimed sole authorship 
of the compromise, but that’s dif­ 
ficult to accept in light of her role as 
a commission wallflower who played 
virtually no role In earlier 
proceedings. 
Siegel, in a more logical explana­ 
tion, acknowledged that he was 
heavily involved in drafting the plan 
But he disingenuously claimed to 
have been inspired by a speech Rep 
Morris K. Udall. D-Arlz , made to 
the commission 
Caddell, in the most believable 
version of all, acknowledged that he 
and Siegel discussed the compromise 
plan in a telephone conversation 
several days before the commission 
convened in Detroit 
If the compromise is eventually in 
corporated in the party rules, it 
could influence state legislatures to 
arbitrarily set primary dates based 
on the threshold percentages they 
prefer, thus upsetting the current 
precarious balance in the timing of 
primary elections 
The more likely prospect, 
however, Is that the plan will quietly 
disappear from sight in the coming 
months - after serving its primary 
purpose of providing a smoke «ere«* 
for the Carter forces while they beat 
a hasty retreat from the ill- 
conceived power grab they tried to 
foist off on the Democratic party.

Initiatives 
to halt taxes

Is the initiative process the only means by which 
homeowners will find property tax relief Remark- 
ine on the failure of the 1977 Legislature to come to 
Sips with the problem. Assembly Republican 
leader Paul Priolo observed the solution to be 
beyond the capacity of the Legislature^ 
Undoubtedly in anticipation of such a failure on 
the part of the lawmakers, two separate groups had 
already commenced circulation of petitions to 
place the property tax issue on the ballot 
One, sponsored by Wiley Davis of El Cajon, 
freezes assessments on homes at the value in effect 
at the time of passage of the measure and reduces 
tax rates 50 percent over a two-year period follow­ 
ing its adoption It also would exempt aU homes of 
senior citizens which are valued at $40,000 or tes^A 
further provision grants renters a maximum of $75- 
a-year credit on income taxes. 
„ 
. 
The second proposition, sponsored by Howard 
Jarvis of Los Angeles and Paul Gann of Car­ 
michael. is even more d ire c tJ t fr^ z e s a ^ e s ^ d 
values at the 1975-76 levels and limits ad valorem 
taxes to 1 percent. It would permit an increase of 
the tax rate of up to 2 percent a year to meet infla­ 
tion. It would also restrict local government from 
imposing other taxes without a two-thirds approval 
of the electorate. 
Both measures provide for changes in valuation 
for new construction or when property is sold. 
The beauty of both propositions is their 
simplicity. Neither exceeds 500 words. One is bare­ 
ly more “than 200 words. The voters will have no 
trouble understanding them. 
The attorney general’s staff has estimated the 
loss of property tax revenues to local government 
under either measure as ranging from $4.5 billion to 
$8 billion annually. Whether the proponents agree 
with those figures or not, tney seem to be content to 
let the Legislature wrestle with the problems of 
making up the losses from other sources. 
What the proponents are offering is a chance for 
the homeowners to call a halt to oppressive 
property taxes and, in effect, tell the state and local 
governments to either cut back on costs or find 
other chickens to pluck. 
Since both measures are constitutional amend­ 
ments, the sponsors must secure 499,846 qualified 
signatures no later than Dec. 2. If either or both are 
successful the initiatives would go on the June 
ballot. If both are on the ballot and both are ap­ 
proved. the one with the most votes would prevail. 
The question at the moment is whether the failure 
of the Legislature to act on the tax issue will spur 
the success of signature gathering. No doubt Gov 
Jerry Brown had such thoughts in his mind when he 
indicated he might call the Legislature bac4t befort 
its scheduled return in January 
However, even if he did, is there any prospect 
that the lawmakers can find the agreement in a few 
short weeks that eluded them for nearly eighi 
months before recess? And, if the lawmakers do 
come up with something in special session or earl> 
next year, will it be enough to satisfy the 
homeowners and forestall passage of the Initiative 
proposals? 
It would seem the best way to head off the in 
itiatives would be for the Legislature to adopt 
something close to that proposed by the citizen.; 
propositions. That would be a simple, concise 
measure dealing solely with property tax relief for 
homeowners, leaving the m ultitude of other 
problems which they had woven into the d efeats 
tax bill to be considered in separate measures.

It has been a year of exact op­ 
posites for the Dodgers and Angels. 
The Dodgers have wrapped up a 
division title and are preparing for 
the playoffs. The Angels, hands down 
winners of Flops of the Year Award, 
are sinking into oblivion again. 
Looking ahead to the playoffs, the 
feeling here is that the Dodgers must 
win both games at Dodger stadium 
Tuesday and Wednesday. 
That means they must beat Steve 
Carlton in the opener. 
If the Phils even split, it means the 
Dodgers will have to win two of three 
at Veterans Stadium where the Phils 
have been devastating 
While the Phillies have sizzled 
since July 4, posting 55 wins against 
28 losses, the Dodgers have won only 
five more than they have lost (42-37). 
And, this may shock you, but the 
Dodgers, who had the best record in 
baseball for much of the season will 
go into the playoffs with the WORST 
record among the four teams. 
Kansas City already has won 100 
games and Philadelphia and the 
Yankees need only one more victory 
to reach 100. 
On the other hand, the Dodgers 
CAN’T reach the century mark even 
if they win their three remaining 
contests. 
And, rem em ber this also, the 
Dodgers are in the WEAKEST of the 
four divisions. For most of the 
season, only the Dodgers and Reds 
were above .500 in the National 
League West. Houston is one game 
over .500 now and was under .500 
most of the year. 


N.L. East stronger 


In the East, the Pirates, Cardinals 
and Cubs have been over .500 almost 
from the outset 
In the American League West. 
Texas, Chicago and Minnesota have 
likewise been over .500 from the 
start. In the East, only three clubs 
are over .500. But the Red Sox and 
Orioles have made it a three team 
dogfight for the pennant up until this 
week. 
The Dodgers’ relief pitching has 
not been consistent the second hall. 
Mike Garman. Lance Rautzhan 
and Elias Sosa alt have had streaks 
But there have been games where 
NONE of them could stop the opposi 
lion and this has caused the Dodger 
brass great concern 
Ron Cey, one of the keys to the of­ 
fense, has had a terrible time after a 
sensational April.

He Is also con­ 
sidered an excellent blocker.

By DICK KLEINER 
HOLLYWOOD (NEA) - To most 
of the world, Hollywood is still a 
magical place. That is especially 
true for anyone who acts or wants to 
act For them, Hollywood is the only 
place in the world worth working 
But. if you are one of those with 
Hollywood dreams, be warned that 
this town has some very strange foi­ 
bles Even after you are established 
as a working actor, Hollywood s 
peculiarities can be a source of an­ 
noyance.

Which brings us to Lee Delaro He 
is established as a working actor in 
fact, he works ail the time, one of the 
premiere character actors around 
today. You may not know his name, 
but vou surely would recognize his 
face. You’ve seen it dozens of times, 
in movies, on TV. 
Yet, even though he works and 
makes a comfortable living, he has a 
few gripes, mostly directed at those 
Hollywood foibles. 
One and perhaps his loudest gripe, 
is with Hollywood’s age-old tendency

NEW YORK (NEA) — 
Looking forward to the 
1977-78 theater season 
bears 
an 
eerie 
resemblance to looking 
backwards 
Continuing a 
trend of recent years, 
revivals of past hits 
(musicals in particular), 
or tow adaptations of old 
successes, will abound. 
The reasons? Most of 
them have to do with 
money These days it is dif­ 
ficult — some producers 
would say impossible — to 
open a new musical on 
Broadway for under $1 
million. As for a genuinely 
new stage work, there is no 
guarantee that it will earn 
back its costs, much less 
make a profit. 
By contrast, a revival in­ 
volves considerably less 
risk, although even it is not 
a sure thing. In the thea­ 
ter. nothing is a sure thing 
But the show that has been 
around before, and has 
made money, w ill be 
easier to finance; angels 
will feel less shaky. As far 
as the public is concerned, 
an older show is already 
pre-sold by its earlier suc­ 
cess. 


Apart from money, there 
is the sensible reaivon that 
an entertaining and 
meaningful play or 
musical should be returned 
to public view as often as 
the demand warrants. 
Wouldn’t it be a shame to 
shelve the plays of 
Shakespeare. Mollere, 
Ibsen. 
Strindberg, 
Chekhov. O’Neill and so 
many others just because 
they’re not new? 
At the same time, too 
many revivals make 
dedicated theater folk un­ 
easy, because every time 
an old play is restaged, it 
means that a new play is 
not being staged,

The large variety of 
paints on the market is the 
result of a continuing ef­ 
fort by manufacturers to 
supply the widely di­ 
vergent demands of the 
public. People are no more 
in agreement on the kinds 
of paints they want than 
they are on anything else in 
life 
Years ago, kitchen and 
bathroom walls weJc 
finished with a paint that 
had a high gloss, simply 
because this type of paint 
had a high resistance to 
food stains, grease, finger 
m a r k s and sp ots in 


general. Flat paints were 
reserved for the other 
rooms in the house. 


These days, the new 
acrylic latex satin enamels 
are getting more and more 
use in kitchens, bathrooms, 
laundry and playrooms 
where good resistance to 
moisture, stains and hard 
knocks is needed 
These 
new low gloss finishes have 
a satiny luster and are easy 
to clean when soiled. Paint 
manufacturers use various 
designations 
for 
these 
finishes, such as eggshell, 
velvet, satin latex or sim­ 
ply low luster. Seen head- 
on. these coatings appear 
to be flat with little or no 
Gardeners 
check list

gloss. But when viewed at 
an angle, they have a 
definite sparkle without 
the glare that some people 
find objectionable in a high 
gloss finish. They dry 
quickly, are practically 
odor-free during appli­ 
cation and are easy to use. 


As 
with 
fin ish in g 
m aterials (Of 
all kind, 
pigmented or clear, they 
are most effective when 
time is taken to prepare 
the surface properly. It is 
especially important to 
wash kitchen walls, ceil­ 
ings 
and 
t r i m 
with 
detergent and water to 
remove the greasy film 
deposited by cooking^ 
Finger marks, mildew and 
dirt should also be washed 
off. Traces of detergent 
must be removed by wip­ 
ing the surface with a 
damp cloth. 


Once the surface is 
clean, cracks, nail holes 
and other indentations 
should be filled with a latex 
crack-filling compound, us­ 
ing a putty knife to smooth 
the patch. After the filler 
has dried, sand the surface 
lightly. When a crack or 
opening is very deep, it 
may be necessary to use a 
second coat of filler where 
shrinkage has taken place. 
When dry, sand the sur­ 
face smooth and apply a 
latex primer to all bare 
areas. The latex satin 
enamel then can be applied 
with a roller or brush. If 
the color selected for the 
top coat is not too different 
from the original color, a 
single coat usually will be 
sufficient, Rollers and 
brushes must be washed 
promptly with water after 
painting, since the acrylic 
coatings dry quickly to 
form 
tou gh , 
w a t e r - 
resistant films. 
Many 
paint maniAac- 
turers also offer low luster 
acrylic latex paints for out­ 
door use. These coatings 
can be used on almost ahy 
ex te rio r su rf a ce , 
in­ 
cluding wood, stucco, con­ 
crete and cement asbestos 
shingle. 
The 
exterior 
grades have sheen proper­ 
ties similar to the interior 
coatings. They chalk slow­ 
ly so that there is little 
chalk rundown to disfigure 
trim or brick walls and 
have good resistance to 
peeling, cracking and 
fading But remember that 
the time and attention you 
give to the proper prepara­ 
tion of the old surface will 
be reflected in the quality 
of the result.

P h i l o d e n d r o n 
Heartleaf 
is hearty 
greenery 


If you were to simply ask 
for a house plant at your 
local nursery, chances are 
you would re ce iv e a 
philodendron. Not only is it 
the most popular of all in­ 
door foliage plants but it 
almost literally thrives on 
neglect. 
The varieties and sizes 
range from the small 
Heartleaf Philodendron 
(or Philodendron cor- 
datum, the commercial 
name) which is the Living 
Plant Growers Association 
“Plant of the Month’’ for 
S e p t e m b e r , 
to 
the 
Philodendron selloum, 
often 
seen in 
indoor 
planting areas of modern 
office buildings. 
The Heartleaf is also 
referred to as oxycardium, 
which is the botanical 
name, and is native to 
Brazil. Young plants have 
small, bright green leaves. 
Because the Heartleaf is a

Temperatures in the 65 to 
80 degree F. range are 
best.

drons will retain their at­ 
tract iveness if leaf polish 
is used occasionally. 
P r o p a g a t i n g 
the 
Heartleaf can be done by 
terminal cuttings or by air 
layering. Long runners can 
be pinched oif and will live 
and grow for some Ume in 
a jar of water. Any good 
packaged potting mix will 
do for re-potting with the 
addition of a little peat and 
sand for good drainage 
Re-pot about once a year 
or when the plant outgrows 
its container. Fertilizing 
should be done every two 
or three months with a 
water-soluble type but hold 
off for four to six months 
with a plant that has just 
been brought home from 
the nursery. 
If the popular Heartleaf 
arouses your Interest in the 
more exotic Philoden­ 
drons, there are some high­ 
ly attractive hybrids - 
such as "Red Emerald” 
which is self-heading (not a 
climber but will adapt to a 
support) and has large 
leaves.

what the initials DFPA 
stood for on the back of a 
sheet of plywood.

There is a circle 
stamped on the wood with 
the letters WWP inside it, 
followed by a lot of 
numbers and symbols.

A. - The stamped circle 
means that ‘.he lumber has 
been graded according to 
quality control standards 
of the Western Wood 
Products Association, thus 
giving the specifier a 
dependable measure ior 
determining the value of 
the lumber. The other 
markings tell which mill 
the lumber came from. Its 
official grade name 
the 
kind of wood it is and its 
moisture content at the 
time of the surfacing.
